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REPORT ON THE BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND MAR- 
RIAGES REGISTERED IN SCOTLAND DURING 
THE YEAR 1920. 


The population of Scotland in the middle of the year 1920 is 
estimated as 4,864,396. In the preparation of this estimate ad- 
vantage has been taken of the population figure as ascertained by 
the recent census, and consequently it is put forward with 

confidence. 

Births registered in Scotland during the year number 186,546, 
which is a maximum. ‘This number is 30,278 more than that of 
the previous year, and 22,592 more than the mean of those of the 
previous ten years. ‘The previous maximum number of births in 
one year was 133,525, and occurred in 1903. The birth-rate of the 
year, 28-07 per thousand, is 4:17 above the average of those of the 
ten preceding years, and is larger than those of all years since 1908. 
In the Report dealing with the statistics of the previous year, 1919, 
attention was drawn to the rise in the birth-rate of each month 
from September onwards; this rise continued during the first 
quarter of the year, the monthly birth-rate attaining a maximum 
of 32:2 in March, but thereafter subsiding and falling to 25-0 in 
September. 

The illegitimate children registered during the year numbered 
10,204, which number is larger than in any year sincé 1887. The 
illegitimate birth-rate of the year. was 7:47 per hundred registered 
births, and is almost identical with the mean of those of the pre- 
ceding ten years; it is less than in all years 1855 to 1891. 

The number of marriages registered during the year was 46,843, 
and constitutes a record. It is 2783 more than that of the yea 
1919, 11,511 more than the mean of those of the five pre- 
ceding years, and 12,781 more than the mean of those of the ten 
preceding years. It is 18,167 more than the maximum number vé 
marriages registered in Scotland in any year previous > the 
declaration of the recent war. The marriage-rate of the year was 
9-63 per thousand, and also constitutes a record. It 1s 2-49 more 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years, and 1:86 more 
than that of 1873, which, previous to war-time, was a record. 

As an addendum to the marriage statistics of the year, a note or 
the number of divorces in Scotland is given, and in the note the 
enormous increase of the number of divorces within recent years is 
commented on. In 1920 they amounted to 776, and the ratio of 
decrees of divorce to registered marriages during the year was 1 to 
60. As a contrast, the ratio of divorces to marriages fifty years 
ago, in 1870, may be taken; it was 1 to 1403. 

Deaths registered during the year numbered 68,179. This 
number is 5645 less than the mean of the previous ten years, and 
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is the smallest in any year since 1862. The Scottish death-rate of 
the year was 14:02; it is 1-45 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years, and is the lowest yet recorded. ‘l’he previous 
lowest was 14°45, and occurred in 1917. 

The infantile mortality rate of the year was 92-0 per thousand 
registered births. It is 15-9 less than the mean of those of the ten 
preceding years, and is a minimum; the previous minimum of 97-1 
occurred in 1916. During the last five years an infantile mor- 
tality rate of less than 100 has occurred three times, previous to 
1916 this rate was constantly over 100, and only exceptionally 
under 110: 

The usual endeavour has been made to verify the ages of reputed 
centenarians, and in 9 instances this was successful. Hndeavours 
at verification have now been carried on for 11 years, and satis- 


factory proof of attainment of age 100 has been ascertained in 59_ 


instances. 

Among causes of death found to be more than usually prevalent 
two call for notice, smallpox and cancer, while in those less than 
usually prevalent, at least five call for such mention. Deaths from 
smallpox during the year numbered 152, which number is more 


than in any year since 1904. Deaths from cancer still continue to — 


increase, and have acquired a new maximum of 5765 during the 
year. The cancer death-rate was 119 per 100,000; 50 years ago, 
that is in 1870, it was only 48. The cancer rate is now 33 more 
than the phthisis death-rate, an excess of fully 88 per cent. ; fifty 


years ago the cancer death-rate was 48, while the phthisis death- — 


rate was 283, or nearly seven times as great. 

Among the causes of deaths less prevalent than usual there may. 
be mentioned measles, whooping-cough, diphtheria, all forms of 
tuberculous disease, and phthisis, the number of deaths from each 
of which, those from measles and diphtheria excluded, constitute 
a minimum, while that from measles was only lower in the years 
1879, 1886, and 1894, and that from diphtheria was less than im all 
previous years, with the exception of the years 1903, 1905, and 
1917. The death-rate from all tuberculous diseases amounted to 
124 per 100,000, and that from phthisis to 86, both of these rates 
being less than one-third of what they were fifty years ago. 

The most outstanding feature of the vaccination statistics shown 
in Appendix I. is the continued low rate of successful vaccination. 
Of all children born in the year 1919 and surviving at the time of 
statutory vaccination, only 58 per cent. are reported as successfully 
vaccinated. This rate is somewhat higher than that of the pre- 
vious year, but compares badly with those of the years previous to 
1907, when it was constantly over 90, and on many occasions over 
96 per cent. 

In Appendix II., which gives the additional marriage statistics 
of the year 1919, the most conspicuous feature is the number of 
irregular marriages; it was 8851, and is a maximum. In 1915 
they numbered 7420, but previous to the declaration of the recent 
war these marriages never numbered more than 3051. In 1869, 


1.€., fifty years before, irregular marriages in all numbered 69, and | 


thus these marriages are now 121 times more numerous than they 


were then. Another conspicuous feature in these additional mar- 
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riage statistics for the year is the large number of different religious 
denominations named in the marriage registers. These in all 
number 51, and constitute a maximum. 


ESTIMATED POPULATION OF SCOTLAND FOR 
THE YEAR 1920. 


The Thirteenth Census of Scotland was taken on 19th June, 
1921, and results as published in the Preliminary Report are now 
available for the purpose of adjusting the estimates of the 
populations of pre-censal years, including 1920. 

The population of Scotland on Census day was ascertained to be 
4 882,288, 2,348,403 being males and 2,533,885 being females. 
During the period 1911 to 1921 the estimation of the population at 
the middle of each year was based on the population as forza by 
the 1911 Census in conjunction with observed changes produced 
by excess of births over deaths and of emigrants over immigrants, 
and a final adjustment of the estimate for the year 1921 was made 
to compensate for losses among Scottish troops, etc., serving in 
the war outwith Scotland. The population of Scotland thus esti- 
mated for the middle of the year 1921 is 4,882,615, and as it only 
differs from the censal population of the year by 327—an insigni- 
ficant quantity—it is deemed. safe to take that estimate as the 
population on 80th June, and also safe to assume the accuracy of 
the pre-censal estimates of the period subject to their being ad- 
justed to allow for war losses. Consequently the revision of the 
annual estimates of population as shown in Table I. and elsewhere 
has been limited to those of the years 1915 to 1920, and the adjust- 
ment restricted to one to compensate for war losses, no adjustment 
based on the censal population of 1921 being found necessary. 
This adjustment has been given effect to in the figures included in 
Table I., and it may there be seen that the population at the 
middle of the year 1920 is taken as 4,864,396. Using the ratio of

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males to females found by the recent census the male population 
for the middle of 1920 is estimated at 2,337,784, and the female at 
2,526,612. 

The estimated populations of the geographical divisions of the 
country, those of counties, burghs, and county districts, have been 
determined otherwise. It has been assumed that the amounts of 3 
the inter-censal populations of each of these divisions has formed 
a series in arithmetical progression, and the revised estimates of 
them have been made by adding or deducting due proportions of 
the inter-censal increases or decreases. But this method has not 
been found to be universally applicable. The recent census, un. 
fortunately from a statistical pomt of view, was not taken at the 
same time of the year as the 1911 census, and the change in some 
instances resulted in what may reasonably be described as fictitious 
inflation of population figures. This most especially occurred in — 
seaside and other holiday resorts. The 1911 census was taken 
early in April, while the 1921 census was taken in the latter half 
of June; in April these holiday resorts have few visitors, but im 
June visitors are there in-very considerable numbers, and as the ~ 
conditions were dissimilar the results are not comparable, and any ~ 
observed changes cannot be taken as indicative of any real growth 
of population. Such fictitious inflation of population was very 
evident in the County of Bute and in each of its burghs and county 
districts. It was also very evident in some of the smaller burghs 
of the Counties of Ayr and Fife. A list of such places with large 
increases of censal populations, all over 40 per cent., is given in 
Table A (1), and includes 1 county, Bute, 2 county districts, both 
in Bute, and 12 of the smaller burghs, 5 of which are in Ayr, 3in ~ 
Fife, 2 in Bute, and 1 in Argyll and in Dumbarton. In these lo — 
instances it would be fallacious for purposes of estimation to assume 
any steady growth of population from the amount ascertained by 
the 1911 census to that ascertained by the 1921 census, and 
consequently the figures of the latter census are for this purpose 
useless. The option, for the purposes of this Report, is to 
abandon any attempt to estimate the populations as at the middle 
of the year 1920, or to base estimates on the figures of the 1911 
census only. The latter is the course which has been adopted, 
but the estimates and the rates based on them are given with reserve. 
Collective estimates of population in which the populations of these 
15 places are included, such as for instance that of all the purghs in

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the County of Ayr, are based on differences between the two censal 
figures, and consequently will be found not to agree with the 
summation of the individual estimates; these collective estimates 
are sufficiently large to carry the relatively small error thus 
introduced without materially affecting rates. The collective 
estimates in the County of Bute, however, have been made by 
summation and not from intercensal difference, the reason for this 
exceptional treatment being that the inflation is common to the 
whole county and of such an amount as to affect the population of the 
county in its entirety. 

The ageregate population of the larger burghs, those with 
populations of over 30,000, is estimated at 2,264,015; of the 
smaller burghs, those with populations of under 30,000, at 
1,006,836 ; and of the county or extra-burghal districts at 1,593,545. 


Pree SP AES TCs: 


The births of 186,546 living children were registered in Scotland 
during the year 1920. This number is 30,278 more than that of 
the previous year, 31,269, or 29°70 per cent., more than the mean 
of those of the preceding five years, and 22,592, or 19°83 per cent.,; 
more than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. It is the 
largest number of births registered in Scotland in any one year 
since the institution of national registration, and that is since 
1855. The previous largest number was 133,525; it occurred in 
1903. The minimum number of births registered in Scotland in 
any year—the year 1855, the first year of registration excepted— 
was 97,441; this occurred in 1917, and compared with it the 
number registered during the year now under review is 39,105, or 
40-1 per cent. more. In the three years previous to the outbreak 
of the recent war registered births averaged 121,719 annually; in 
1915 this number fell to 114,181, in 1916 to 109,942, and in 1917 
to 97,441; since then the annual number has been increasing, 
having risen to 98,554 in 1918, to 106,268 in 1919, and, as above 
stated, to 186,546 in 1920. (Table 1.) 

Of the 136,546 children registered, 69,719 were males, and 
66,827 were females. The male children registered during the 
year numbered 14,948, or 27-3 per cent., more than the male 
children registered in the previous year, and the female children 
numbered 15,330, or 29-8 per cent., more than the female children

registered in the previous year. Compared with the mean of the 
numbers of the preceding five years, the male children of the year 
are 15,716, and the female children 15,553, more. Compared 
with the mean of the numbers of the preceding ten years, the 
male children are 11,438, and the female children 11,154, more. 
The ratio of male to female children during the year was 104°3 to 
100. This ratio is 2-1 less than in the previous year, 1-0 less than 
the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 0:4 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. (Table 1.) 

The Scottish birth-rate for the year was 28:07 per thousand. It 
is 6:02 more than that of the previous year, 6:14 more than the 
mean of those of the preceding five years, and 4:17 more than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. It is the highest 
Scottish birth-rate recorded since 1908. In the three years 
previous to war, the Scottish birth-rate averaged 25°68, and in ~ 
1914 it was 26-11. From 1915 to 1917 it fell annually, the rate in ~ 
1915 being 23°93, in 1916 22.93, and in 1917 20-26. In 1918 10% 
rose to 20°48, in 1919 to 22°05, and in 1920 to 28:07. (Table 2.) 

The birth-rate of male children per thousand of the estimated 
male population was 29°82, and that of female children per 
thousand of the estimated female population 26°45, the former 
being 6°15, and the latter 5-90, more than in the previous year. 

In the counties, burghs included, the annual birth-rate varied 
from 32°3 in Linlithgow, 31:9 in Lanark, 30:1 in Banff, 29-2 in 
Renfrew, 28°6 in Aberdeen, and 28°5 in Stirling, to 16°8 in Argyll, 
17:3 in Bute, 18-4 in Sutherland, 18-5 in Shetland, and 18:6 in 
Peebles. In 8 counties the annual birth-rate exceeded 30 per 
thousand, in 13 it was more than 26 but less than 30, in 11 it was 
more than 20 but less than 26, and in 6 it was less than 20. 
(Table 7.) 

The births registered in the larger burghs, those with censal 
populations of 80,000 and over, numbered 68,327, and constituted 
50:04 per cent. of the total births registered. Those registered in 
the smaller burghs, burghs with censal populations of less than 
30,000, numbered 27,552, and constituted 20-18 per cent. of the 
total, and those registered in the county, or extra-burghal, 
districts numbered 40,667, and constituted 29-78 per cent. of the 
total. Births registered in the larger burghs numbered 15,275 more

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than in the previous year, in the smaller burghs 7262 more, and in 
the county districts 7741 more. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the annual birth-rate was 
30°18 per thousand Pin the smaller burghs, 27:37; and in the county 
districts, 25°52. Compared with the corresponding rate in 1919, 
that of the larger burghs is 8:21 more, that of the smaller burghs 
6°21 more, and that of the county districts 3°86 more. Compared 
with the national birth-rate that of the larger burghs is 2°11 more, 
but that of the smaller burghs is 0°70 less, and that of the county 
districts 2°55 less. The collective birth-rate in the smaller burghs 
was 2°81 less than that of the larger burghs, and that of the county 
districts was 1°85 less than that of the smaller burghs, and 4°66 less ° 
than that of the larger burghs. (Table 4.) 

In the larger burghs taken individually the birth-rate varied from 
34:1 in Hamilton, 33-6 in Coatbridge, 33-3 in Greenock, 31:9 in 
Motherwell, 31:7 in Glasgow, and 31:6 in Clydebank, to 24:1 in 
Perth, 24:5 in Ayr, 24-9 in Edinburgh, 28:4 in Kirkcaldy, and 28:6 
in Kilmarnock. | (Table 4.) 

There are in Scotland 187 burghs with populations of less than 
30,000, and grouped as smaller burghs: of them, 167 have popula- 
tions of more than 1000, while 20 have populations of less than 
that amount. In the formner-4€ , among burghs of more than 
1000 but less than 30,000 population—the birth-rate of the year 
varied from 43°3 in Rothes, 39°8 in Cullen, 39°5 in Aberchirder, 
39-2 in Findochty, 38-9 in Buckie, and 37°5 in Lossiemouth and in 
Port-Glasgow, to 9:8 in Melrose, 10-7 in North Berwick, 12-3 in 
Millport, and 12°9 in Biggar. (Table 5.)

The number of women in Scotland of child-bearing age, 15-45, 

- ig estimated at 1,170,651, and based on this estimate the birth- 
rate of the year expressed as per 1000 of such women is found to be 
116°6. This rate is 26-4 more than in the previous year, 32°8 more 
than in 1918, and 33-2 more than in 1917. In the larger burghs 
this rate was 118°3, in the smaller burghs 112°2, and in the county 
districts 117:0. In the counties, burghs included, this rate varied 
from 161 in Linlithgow, 141 in Banff,-1382 in Lanark, 130 in 
Stirling, and 125 in Kincardine, to 68 in Bute, 69 in Peebles, 73 in 
Selkirk, 76 in Argyll, 83 in Shetland, 84 in Perth, 85 in Roxburgh, 
and 87 in Berwick. In the larger burghs this rate ranged from 
165 in Coatbridge, 160 in Hamilton, 152 in Motherwell, 143 in 
Clydebank, and 141 in Greenock, to 88 in Edinburgh, 90 in Perth, 
and 941m Ayr... (fable 8.) 

Of the 136,546 children whose births were registered during the 
year, 126,342, or 92°53 per cent., were legitimate, while 10,204, or — 
7°47 per cent., were illegitimate. Compared with the number in 
the previous year the legitimate children registered in 1920 — 
numbered 28,498, or 29:13 per cent. more, and the number of @ 
illegitimate children numbered 1780, or 21:13 per cent. more. The — 
legitimate children of the year numbered 28,914 more than the — 
mean of the numbers of the preceding five years, and 20,779 more — 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. The illegitimate — 
children of the year numbered 23855 more than the mean of the — 
numbers in the preceding five years, and 1813 more than the mean ~ 
of those in the preceding ten years. ‘The number of legitimate — 
children registered during the year is greater than in any year since — 
1855, and the number of illegitimate children is greater than in any 
year since 1887. During the years 1862-1887 the number of @ 
illegitimate children registered annually was constantly over — 
10,000, attaining a maximum of 11,673 in the year 1866, but in — 
the years 1888 to 1919 this number was constantly under 10,000, — 
a minimum of 7295 occurring in the year 1917. (Table 1.) ; 

The illegitimate rate of the year expressed as per cent. of total — 
births was 7:47. This rate is 0-46 less than that of the previous — 
year, and 0-01 less than the mean of those of the preceding five © 
years, but is 0:09 more than the mean of those of the preceding ten 
years.

The illegitimate rate expressed as illegitimate children per cent. : 
of the total children in the larger burghs taken collectively was —

per cent. in Moray, 13°5 in Banff, 13-4 in Wigtown, 13:1 in Kark- 
cudbright, 12°83 in Aberdeen, and 12°3 in Caithness, to 4°6 in 
Dumbarton, 5:3 in Renfrew, 6-0 in Orkney and in Fife, and 6-2 in 
Linhthgow. In the larger burghs it varied from 9:3 in Aberdeen, 
9-2 in Perth, 8°5 in Dundee, and 8°3 in Edinburgh, to 3°5 in Clyde- 
bank, 4°8 in Motherwell, 4°9 in Greenock, 5:6 in Coatbridge, and 
5‘8in Hamilton.

The legitimate birth-rate expressed as per thousand of the 
estimated number of married women of child- bearing age, 15-45, 
was 253, which rate is 58 higher than in the previous year, 1919, 15 
higher than in 1918, and 72 higher than in 1917. In the larger 
burghs taken collectively this rate was 257, in the smaller burghs 
254, and in the county districts 248. In the previous year these 
three rates were 186, 195, and 212 respectively, and thus while this 
rate is increased in each of these groups of burghs and of county 
districts, it 1s in the larger burghs that the greatest increase is 
found. In the counties this rate ranged from 337 in Ross and 
Cromarty, 294 in Caithness, 293 in Banff, 283 in Nairn, 274 in 
Moray, and 272 in Linlithgow, to 182 in Peebles, 184 in Bute, 196 
in Selkirk, 205 in Berwick, 206 in Argyll, and 212 in Perth. In 
the larger burghs this rate varied from 290 in Greenock, 284 in 
Coatbridge, 271 in Hamilton, 269 in Paisley, and 264 in Glasgow, 
to 220 in Perth and in Ayr, and 226 in Edinburgh. (1'able 8. ‘i 

The illegitimate birth- rate expressed as per thousand of the 
estimated number of unmarried women of child-bearing age was 
15:2. This rate is 2:7 higher than in the previous year, 3:6 higher 
than in 1918, 4:3 higher than in 1917, 3°5 higher than in 1916, 3°3 
higher than in 1915, and 1:7 higher than in 1914. Jn the larger 
burghs taken collectively this rate was 14°5, and in the smaller 
burghs 13:2, and in the county districts 17°8. In the previous 
year these three rates were 12:0, 11:3, and 14-2, and thus each rate 
of this year was higher, the largest increase being found in the 

grouped county districts, and the smallest in the grouped smaller 

-burghs. In the counties this rate varied from 32-6 in Banff, 29-8 in 

“Moray, 26-6 in Kincardine, 26:2 in Aberdeen, and 24-6 in Wigtown, 

to 9:0 in Orkney, 9-2 in Peebles, 9°3 in Shetland, 9°5 in Selkirk, 
and 9:8 in Dumbarton. (Table 8.) 

The illegitimate rate expressed as per thousand of the general 
population in Scotland was 2°10; in the larger burghs taken collec- 
tively, 2°11; in the smaller burghs, 1°90; and in the county 
districts, 2.20 ; these four rates all being higher than in the previous 
year, when they were 1.72, 1:74, I: 62, and 1:75 respectively. 

(Table B.) 
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Of the 186,546 children registered, 182,857 were single children, 
3644 were twins, and 45 were triplets. Of the total children, 97:30. 
per cent. were single children, 2°67 per cent. were twins, and 0: 03 per 
cent. were triplets. In the previous year these percentages were 
96-98, 2-98, and 0-04 per cent. respectively. From the foregoing 
fioures it may be deduced that the number of women giving birth 
in Scotland to living children in 1920 was 134,694, the births being — 
single births in 132,857 instances, twin births in 1822 instances, and — 
triplet births in fifteen instances. Thus, during the year one birth 
in 74. wasa twin birth, and one in 8980a triplet birth ; in the previous — 
year one in 66 was a twin birth, and one in 8050 a triplet birth. In- 
this computation of single births, twins, and triplets, only live - 
born children are counted, still-born children not being registered — 















in Scotland, and thus a birth of one live child and one still-born — 


child or of one live child and two stillborn children is counted asa 


single birth, and a birth of two live children and one still-born child — 
is counted as a twin birth. 

The Scottish birth-rate in the first quarter of the year was 31:1; 
of the second quarter, 29-9; of the third quarter, 25:8; and of the ~ 
fourth quarter, 25-2. Compared with the rates of the corresponding 
quarters of the previous year, those of the first three quarters were 
higher, but that of the fourth quarter was lower; the birth-rate of 
the first quarter was 12-2 higher than that of the corresponding 
quarter of 1919, that of the second quarter 10-0 higher, and that of — 
the third quarter 4-9 higher, but that of the fourth quarter was 3-2 — 










lower. In 1919 a continuous rise of the quarterly birth-rates | 


occurred, in the first quarter this rate being 18-9, in the second ~ 
quarter 19: 9, in the third quarter 20°9, and in the fourth 
quarter 28:4. This rise of birth-rate continued into the first 
quarter of 1920, when a rate of 31:1 occurred, but since that period 
the rate has been falling. It fell to 29-9 in the second quarter, to — 
25°8 in the third quarter, and to 25-2 in the fourth quarter. The 
birth-rate of the first quarter of 1920 was higher than the birth-rate _ 
of all quarters since the second quarter of 1903. (Table 3.) |

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| During the year the monthly birth-rate was highest in the month 
of March (322), April (818), January (30°3), and February 
30°7), and lowest in September (25:0), November (25:1), and 
ecember (25:1). From March to August the birth-rate showed a 
teady decline, falling from 32-2 to 25:6, but during the remainder of 
he year remained fairly steady, varying between 25:8 and 25-0. The 
monthly birth-rates from January to September were all higher 
than in the previous year, but those of October, November, and 
ecember were each lower. (T'able 48.) 
Table E is constructed to show the effects of war conditions on 
the birth-rate, and in it each monthly birth-rate since the 
declaration of war is compared with the pre-war average. In 
previous Reports the marked decline of the birth-rate during the 
course of the war was commented on, and in the Report of last 
year the post-war rise in the birth-rate was referred to. The con- 
tinuation of that rise up to March 1920 is clearly shown in the 
Table, as is also the subsequent decline to what is only slightly 
above the pre-war level, at which level the birth-rate of the last 
five months of the year remained. 

The birth-rate of the year in England and Wales was 25:5,*and in 
Treland 22-2, the former being 2° 6, and the latter 5-9, less than the 
Scottish rate. 










MARRIAGE STATISTICS. 


In conformity with the scheme of these reports, the marriage 
statistics of the year 1920 fall to be dealt with in two portions. In 
this Report there is incorporated the number of marriages cele- 
brated during the year in Scotland and in its geographical divisions 
while in the subsequent Report, that dealing with the births, 
deaths, and marriages of the year 1921, more detailed marriage 
statistics of the year now under review, 1920, will be included. 
The statistics which will appear in the subsequent Report 
include those of the church of celebration, of the ages of the persons 
married, etc., in the same manner as the 1919 detailed marriage 
statistics are given in Appendix II., and in Tables 9 to 25, of this 
Report. 

Marriages registered in Scotland es the year 1920 in all 
numbered 46 843, which number is 2783 more than that of the 
previous year, 11] Dll more than the mean of those of the preceding 
five years, and 12,781 more than the mean of those of the preceding 
ten years. It is the largest number of marriages registered in 
Scotland in any year since the institution of national registration 
and that is since 1855, the previous maximum number being that of 
the year 1919, which was 44,060. Previous to 1919 the maximum 
number was 36 ,233 and occurred in the year 19152) (Fabled.) 

The Scottish marriage-rate of the year was 9°63 per thousand, 
which, like the total ‘number of marriages, is the highest yet 
recorded for Scotland. This rate is 0-49 more than that of the 
I revious year, 2°27 more than the mean of those of the preceding 

ve years, and 2-49 more than the mean of those of the preceding 
fen years. The two highest Scottish marriage-rates previously 
tecorded were those of 1919 and 1915, which were 9-14 and 7:60 
| b 
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respectively. Previous to the declaration of war in 1914 the 
highest marriage-rate occurred in 1873 and was 7-77. (Table 2.) 

Of the total marriages registered in Scotland during the year, 
28,018, or 59:8 per cent., were registered in the larger burghs; - 
9110, or 19°5 per cent., in the smaller burghs; and 9715, or 20-7 
per cent., in the county districts. Compared with the number in~ 
the previous year that of marriages registered in the larger burghs 
is 1002, or 3:8 per cent., more; in the smaller burghs, 594, or 7-0 
per cent., more ; and in the county districts, 1110, or 12-9 per cent., — 
more. Thus the greatest increase of the frequency of marriage 
occurred in the county districts, and the smallest in the larger — 
burghs. The marriage-rate of the year in the larger burghs taken ~ 
collectively was 12°38; in the smaller burghs, 9:05; and in the — 
county districts, 6:10. In the previous year these three rates were ~ 
11:19, 8°88, and 5-66 respectively. | 

In the counties, burghs included, the marriage-rate of the year — 
varied from 12-0 in Edinburgh, 11:6 in Lanark, and 10:3 in 
Aberdeen and in Forfar, to 4-1 in Argyll and in Sutherland, 5-2 in 
Bute, and 5-6 in Kincardine. (Table 7.) ! 

In the larger burghs, taken individually, the annual marriage-_ 
rate varied from 14-4 in Edinburgh, 18°3 in Aberdeen, 13:2 in” 
Glasgow, and 12:4 in Dundee and in Perth, to 7:2 in Clydebank, ~ 
8:0 in Coatbridge, 8-4 in Motherwell, 9-1 in Kirkcaldy, and 9-4 
in Leith. (Table 4.) 4 

The marriage-rates of the smaller burghs and of the county ~ 
districts are shown in Tables 5-6. These rates, and, indeed, those — 
of the larger burghs and of the counties, may be indicative of the 
frequency of marriage within the particular localities, but on 
account, of the frequency of removal from a smaller burgh to a ~ 
larger burgh, and from a county district to a burgh for the purposes 
of marriage, these rates cannot be accepted as indicative of the 
frequency of marriage among the population of the particular areas. 


Taste F (1).—Monthly Marriage-rates in Scotland. 
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The Scottish marriage-rate for the first quarter of the year was 
9:7, the second quarter 9°8, the third quarter 10-4, and for the 
fourth quarter 8-6. Compared with the rate of the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year, that of the first quarter is 2°3 more, 
of the second quarter 0-1 more, and of the third quarter 0-3 more, 
while that of the fourth quarter is 0°8 less. (Table 3.) 

The monthly marriage-rate varied from 13:9 in June, 13-6 in 
July, and 13:4 in January, to 5:7 in May, 7:2 in February and 7:4 
in October. In December it was 10°5, in April 10-1, in September 
oe i March 8-4, in August 8:0, and in November 7:8. (Table 
48. 

The marriage-rate of the year in England and Wales was 10:1, 
and in Ireland 5:9, the former being 0°5 more, but the latter 
3°7 less than the Scottish rate. 

Table F (1) is constructed to show the variations of the Scottish 
marriage-rate in and after war-time. In it the marriage-rate of 
each month since the declaration of war is compared with the pre- 
war average. It may be observed that all the monthly marriage- 
rates of the year 1920 are in excess of the pre-war average, this 
excess being greatest in the month of May, when the rate was fully 
double the pre-war average, and that large excesses also occurred 
in the months of March (68 per cent.), August (57 per cent.), 
September (50 per cent.), and November (50 per cent.). The 
only month of the year in which this excess was small was 
December, when the marriage-rate was only 7 per cent. more than 
the pre-war average. 

Table F (2) is constructed to show the frequency of divorce in 
1920 and in all previous years since the institution of national 
registration in Scotland, the figure being based on the number of 
intimations of decrees of divorce received from the Court of Session 
for the purposes of registration. Decrees of nullity of marriage are 
included—they are few, only 34 having been intimated since 1855. 
The table demonstrates at least two facts, the one an increasing

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frequency of divorce since 1870, and the other a very marked — 
increase in the number following on the close of the recent war. 
In the fifteen years 1855 to 1869 intimations of decrees of divorce 
in all numbered 201, and averaged 13:4 annually. From 1870 to 
1879 they numbered 326, and the annual average was 32°6. In the 
period 1880 to 1889 the average increased to 83-2, and in the period — 
1900 to 1909 to 180-3. During the four years 1910 to 1918 divorces 

averaged 239, and in 1914 the number rose to 347. In the three 
years 1915 to 1917 the average was 269, but in 1918 the number 
rose to 485, and in 1919 to 829. In 1920 the number was 776, — 
which, though less than in 1919, was still very hich. In 1860 the ~ 
ratio of intimated divorces to registered marriages was 1 to 923; — 


in 1870 it was 1 to 1403; in 1880, 1 to 306; in 1890, 1 to 316; in | 


1900, 1 to 225; in 1910, 1 to 189; and in 1920, 1 to 60. The figures 
relative to the years 1902, 1908, and 1904 show that a similar, 
though less marked, rise in the number of divorces occurred after 
the end of the South African war as in the recent post-war period. 


DEATH STATISTICS. 


The deaths of 68,179 persons were registered in Scotland during 
the year. This number is 6970 less than that of the previous year, 
6876 less than the mean of those of the previous five years, ‘and 


5645 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. Itis — : 
the smallest number of deaths registered in Scotland in any year | 


since 1862. (Table 1.) 
The Scottish death-rate of the year was 14:02 per thousand. It — 
is 1:57 less than that of the previous year, 1°61 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding five years, and 1:45 less than the mean of 
those of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest annual Scottish | 
death-rate yet recorded, the previous minimum being 14°45, which | 
occurred in the year 1917.. From 1855 to 1880, the year 1856 4 
excepted, the national death-rate was constantly over 20 per — 
thousand, and from 1881-1893, with the exception of four years, © 
constantly over 19 per thousand. In 1894, for the first time, it 
was below 18, in 1896 it was below 17, and in 1909 below 16. The ~ 


years 1916, 1917, and 1920 are the only three years in which this ™ 


rate has been less than 15. (Table 2.) 





Taste G.—Deaths in Scotland and its Groups of, Public Health Districts in 1920. : 


Death-rate per 1000 of Population. 
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Deaths of males during the year numbered 34,619, and of females 
33,560. The former is 2881 less than in the previous year, 3134 
less than the average during the preceding five years, and 2378 less 
than the average during the preceding ten years. The latter is 
4089 less than in the previous year, 3472 less than the average 
during the preceding five years, and 3267 less than the average 
during the preceding ten years. The death-rate of the year in the 
male population was 14°81, and in the female 13:28, the former 
being 1°39 and the latter 1:74 less than in the previous year. 
(Tables 1 and 2.) 

When dealing in this Report with the death statistics of counties, 
of burghs, and of county districts, three rates are given. The first, 
the crude death-rate, is based on the number of deaths registered 
in the county, burgh, or district, and is neither corrected nor 
adjusted in any manner. ‘The second, the corrected death-rate, is 
based on the number of deaths registered, but corrected by the 
exclusion of deaths of non-residents and the inclusion of fhose 
of residents in the county, burgh, or district taking place elsewhere 
in Scotland. The third, the corrected and adjusted rate, is the 
corrected death-rate, adjusted to compensate for differences between 
the age and sex distribution of the local population and of that 
of Scotland. ‘The first of these rates show the actual frequency 
of death in the county, burgh, or district, and the second the 
frequency of death in the population of the district, while the third 
is a statistical quantity, useful for the purpose of comparison, as 
it indicates the relative frequency of death uncomplicated by 
variation in sex and-age distribution. 

In the counties, burghs included, the crude death-rate varied from 
15-7 in Caithness, in Forfar, and in Wigtown, 15-6 in Dumfries, 
and 15-3 in Lanark and in Ross and Cromarty, to 10-1 in 
Haddington, 10°2 in Linlithgow, 10-4 in Berwick, 11.0 in 
Kaneardine, and 11-2 in Dumbarton. In 14 counties this rate was 
higher than the national rate, while in 19 it was lower. In the 
counties the corrected death-rate varied from 16°3 in Wigtown, 16-0 
in Caithness, and 15°5 in Kirkcudbright, in Sutherland, and in Koss 
and Cromarty, to 10-7 in Haddington, 11°5 in Linhthgow, and 11°9 
in Berwick and in Dumbarton. In the corrected and adjusted 
death-rate it varied from 16-7 in Lanark, 14°8 in Forfar, 14.7 in 
Renfrew, 14.4 in Wigtown, 14.3 in Selkirk, and 14-2 in Edinburgh, 
to 10°5 in Berwick, 10-6 in Haddington and in Nairn, 10.8 in Argyll, 
and 10°9 in Orkney. In 7 counties—the 6 named above and 
Kirkeudbright, where the death-rate was 14:1—the corrected and 
adjusted death-rate was higher than the national rate, while in 26 
counties it was lower. (T'able 7.) 

In the larger burghs, taken collectively, the crude death-rate 
of the year was 15-66 per thousand, the corrected death-rate 15-37, 
and the corrected and adjusted death-rate 16°41. Each of these 
83 rates is lower than in the previous year, the crude death-rate 
being 0-41, the corrected death-rate 0°35, and the corrected and 
adjusted death-rate 0.388, lower. The corrected and adjusted death- 


| rate is 2.39 more than the national death-rate ; in the previous year 


this difference was 1.44. (Table 4.) 
In the smaller burghs, taken collectively, the crude death-rate 
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of the year was 12°84, the corrected death-rate 13°50, and the ~ 
corrected and adjusted death-rate 18.15. In the previous year — 
these three rates were 14°33, 14°87, and 14:49, and thus the crude 
rate is 1-49, the corrected rate 1°37, and the corrected and adjusted — 
rate 1:34, less than in that year. The corrected and adjusted 
rate is 0.87 less than the national rate, wnd 3°26 less than the 
corrected and adjusted rate of the larger burghs taken collectively.

In the county districts, taken collectively, the crude death-rate — 
of the year was 12°42, the corrected death-rate 12°42,.and the ~ 
corrected and adjusted death-rate 11:62.

Western District of Ross and Cromarty, and thy L in South Uist 
District of Inverness, to 85 in East District of Hadding- 
ton, 9-2 in Melrose inane of Roxburgh, 9:4 in Dundee District 
of Forfar, and 9-5 in County District of Selkirk. In them the 
corrected and adjusted death-rate varied from 14:9 in Southern 
District of Inverness, to 85 in Hast District of Hadding-— 
Cromarty, 14°4 in South Ronaldsay District of Orkney and in Kelso 
District of Roxburgh, and 14:3 in Upper Deeside District 
of Kincardine, to 8-0 ‘in Melrose District of Roxburgh, 8°3 in East — 
District of Haddington and in Harris District of Inverness, 8°5 in 
Badenoch District of Inverness, and 8-7 in Dundee District of - 
Forfar and in Stonehaven District of Kincardine. (Table 6.) 
The Scottish death-rate in the first quarter of the year was 15-6, — 
in the second quarter 15:0, in the third quarter 11:4, and in the - 
fourth quarter 13-9. Compared with the corresponding rate of the 
previous year, that of the first quarter is 8-8 less, but those of the — 
second, third and fourth quarters are each higher, that of the second — 
quarter being 1-2, of the third quarter 0-4, and of the fourth quarter 
0-85. Compared with the mean of the rates of the corresponding 
‘quarter of the preceding ten years, that of the first quarter is 174% 
less, that of the second quarter 0:3 less, that of the third quarter 1:3 
less, and that of the fourth quarter 18 less. (Table 3.) 
The monthly Scottish death-rates of the year varied from 16-9 in © 
April, 16-7 in March and 16-0 in December, to 11-4 in August and in 4 
September, 11:5 in July, and 11:7 in October. In January this rate - 
was 15-8; in May, 15-4; in February, 14-3; in November, 14:2; 
and in June 12:9. (Table 48. ) 
The death-rate of the year in England and Wales (civilian) was 
12-4, and in Ireland 14:8, the former being 1°6 less, but the latter 
0°8 more, than the Scottish rate.

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AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 68,179 persons whose deaths were registered in the year 
1920, 16,926, or 24-83 per cent., were aged less than 5 years; 
29,3535, or 43°05 per cent., were more than 5 years but less than 65 ; 
and 21,893, or 32-11 per cent., were 65 and over. In 7 instances 
the age at death was not recorded. The deaths at ages under 5 
numbered 375 less than in the previous year, those at ages 5 to 65 
numbered 4270 less, and those at ages 65 and over 2319 less. 
Compared with the mean of the numbers in the preceding five 
years, deaths at ages under 5 are 1825 less, those at ages 5 to 65 
arew3807 less, and those at ages 65 and over are 1227 less. 
(Table 26.) 

The age-group death-rates, both sexes included, varied from 152-4 
per thousand in age-group 75 and upwards, and 113-5 in age-group 
under 1, and 56:2 in age-group 65 to 74, and 29-6 in age-group 55 
to 64, to 2-1 in age-group 10 to 14, 2°9 in age-group 5 to 9, and 
37 in age-group 15 to 24. Compared with the age-group death- 
rates of the previous year, all those of this year are less with the 
exception of that for age-group under 1. A comparison between 
age-croup death-rates of the male and of the female population 
shows the former to be higher at all ages with the exception of age- 
group 5 to 9, in which the male and female death-rates were of the 
same amount, and age-group 25 to 34, in which the female rate 
exceeds the male by 0-4. (Table 27.) 

The average age at death of all persons dying during the year was 
42°8, that of males being 40-7, and that of females 45-1. In the 
previous year these three averages were 43:1, 40°8, and 45-3, and 
thus the »verage age at death of both sexes during the year is 0°3 
less the im the previous year, that of males is 0-1 less, and that of 
female. J-2 less. In 1917, the last year unaffected by the recent 
influenza epidemic, these three averages were 41:9, 40-7, and 44:2, 
compared with which figures the average age at death of all persons 
this year is 0-9 more, that of females ‘being 0-9 more, but that of 
males of the same amount. 

The average age at death of unmarried males was 17-5, and of 
unmarried females 23-2, the former being 0-6, and the later 1:1, 
less than in the previous year—the changes being attributable to 
the larger proportion of young infants in the population of this than 
in the previous year. 

The average age at death of married and widowed males taken 

collectively was 63-7, and of married and widowed females 62°9. 
- The average age at death of married men was 60:0, and of 
married women 52: 4, the former being 7°6 more than the latter, 
In the previous year these two averages were 58°2 and 52:7, the 
difference being 5:5. 

The average age at death of widowers was 72:0, and of widows 
73°5, the latter being 1-5 in excess of the former. In the previous 
year these two averages were 71:7 and 73:3, the latter being 1°6 in 
excess of the former. . 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 
12,565, and equalled an infantile mortality rate of 92-0 per 
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thousand registered births. These deaths numbered 1770 ‘nore | 
than in the previous year, but this rate is 9°6 less. It 1s 14°5 less 
than the mean of those of the preceding five years, 15-9 less than 
the mean of those of the preceding ten years, and is the lowest yet 
recorded, the previous minimum being that of the year 1916, which 
was 97-1. In three out of the last five years this rate was less than 
100, in all other past years it was over 100. (Table 2.) 

Deaths of male children of one year old numbered 7199, and of 
female children 5366, the former being 1018, and the latter 7652 
more than in the previous year. The male infantile mortality rate 
of the year was 103-3 per thousand male births registered, and the 
female infantile mortality rate of the year was 80-3 per thousand 
female births registered. In the previous year these two rates 
were 112-9 and 89-6 respectively. 

In the counties, burghs included, the infantile mortality rate of 
the year varied from 114 in Forfar, 107 in Aberdeen, 103 in Lanark, 
96 in Wigtown, and 93 in Caithness and in Kirkcudbright, to 38 
in Bute, 48 in Kinross, 49 in Peebles, and 50 in Orkney and in 
Shetland. In 8 countiesthis rate exceeded 100 per 1000; in 10 
counties it was between 80 and 100; in 18, between 60 and 80; in 
6, between 40 and 60; and in 1, less than 40. (Table 7.) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 103-7 ; 1n the 
smaller burghs, 82°3; and in the county districts, 79.0. Compared 
with the rate of the previous year, that of the larger burghs is 7-2 
less, that of the smaller burghs 13-4 less, and that of the county 
districts 11-3 less. The collective rate in the larger burghs is 11-7 
more than the national rate. In the small burghs this rate is 9°7_ 
less than the national rate, and 21:4 less than the rate in the larger 
burghs. In the county districts this rate is 18-0 less than the- 
national rate, 24-7 less than the rate in the larger burghs, and 3:3 
less than the rate in the smaller burghs. (Table 4.) 

In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from 131_ 
in Dundee, 121 in Aberdeen, 113 in Motherwell, 107 m Glasgow, 
and 104 in Greenock, to 68 in Falkirk, 71 in Kilmarnock, 80 ino 
Clydebank, 84 in Ayr, and 86 in Kirkcaldy and in Paisley. 
(Table 4.)

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There are 75 of the smaller burghs in which at least 100 births 
ere registered during the year, and in these the infantile mortality 
ate varied from 157 in Maybole, 148 in Peterhead, 147 in 
tranraer, and 130 in Kilysth and in Ardrossan, to 16 in Burnt- 
island, 19 in Peebles, 37 in Jedburgh, 40 in Rothesay, 45 in 
Grangemouth, and 48 in Lanark. (Table 5.) 

There are 86 county districts in which at least 100 births were 
registered during the year, and in them the infantile mortality rate 
aried from 133 in Dumfries District of Dumfries, 102 in Middle 
Ward District of Lanark, 98 in Arbroath District of Forfar; 95in 
Ellon District of Aberdeen, and 95 in Carrick District of Ayr, to 19 
in Jedburgh District of Roxburgh, 23 in Midland District of 
Shetland, 28 in Badenoch District of Inverness, 30 in Islay District 
of Argyll, and 32 in St. Andrews District of Fife.

Deaths among persons aged 70 and upwards numbered 16,832, 
7204 being of males, and 9628 of females. Deaths among males 
of these ages equal a death-rate of 120°5 per thousand of the 
estimated male population aged 70 and upwards, and these deaths 
among females equal a death-rate of 99°6 per thousand of the 
estimated female population of these ages. ‘The death-rate at these 
agesof the two sexes taken collectively was 107-7. In the previous 
i? the death-rate of the males of these ages was 127-2, of females 
112-2, and of the two sexes taken collectively 118:0. The male 
death-rate at these ages in this year was thus 6°7, and the female 
12°6, less than in that year. 

The deaths of 16 reputed centenarians were registered during the 
year, of whom 5 were men, and 11 were women. The ages of 2 
of these men, and 7 of these women were recorded as 100, of 1 
Man and 2 women as 101, of 1 man as 102, of 1 man ag 103, of 1 
woman as 104, and of 1 woman as 107. ‘The usual endeavour has | 
been made to verify the age of each centenarian whose death was 
registered, with the result that in 9 instances, 4 men and 5 women, 
the attainment of age 100 was confirmed, in 2 instances the attain- 
ment of that age was found to be untrue, while in 5 instances 
sufficient proof of age could not be found. ‘The longest age verified 
during the year was that of a man aged 103. The reported 
attainment by a woman of age 107 was found to be incorrect. The 
researches into the ages of reputed centenarians have now been 
Made for 11 years and have dealt with 150 cases, with the result 
that i in 59 instances proof of attainment of age 100 was found, in 14 
instances proof contradicting attainment of that age was found, 
while in 77 instances no satisfactory proof in support or in contra- 
diction of attainment of that age was obtained.

| Of the 68,179 deaths registered in Scotland during the year, 

67,422, or 98-9 per cent., were certified as to cause either by a 
Tegistered medical practitioner or by a procurator-fiscal, while 757, 

or 1-1 per cent., were not so certified. The number of uncertified 
deaths of the year is the smallest yet recorded. It is 343. less than 
that of the previous year, 545 less ‘than the mean of the numbers of 
;

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the five preceding years, and 546 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. In the years 1881 to 1883 the uncertified 
deaths numbered more than 7000 annually ; - in 1884 this number 
fell below 7000; in 1886, below 6000; in 1889, below 5000; in 1893, 
below 4000; in 1896, below 3000 ; and in 1904, below 2000. This 
is the first year in which these deaths have numbered less than 
1000. (Table M.) 

The number of deaths uncertified as to cause in the counties, 
burghs included, varied from 243, or 22-2 per cent., of the total in 
Ross and Cromarty; 191, or 15-7 per pculs in Inverness; 78, or 
20°5 per cent., in Shetland; 44, or 16°5 per cent., in Sutherland; 
28, or 7:9 per cent., in Orkney ; ‘and 28, or 2°9 per cent.., in Argyll, 
to 0-0 in Clackmannan, in Haddington, in Kinross, in Peebles, and 
in Roxburgh. (Table 47.) 

Of the 68,179 deaths registered during the year, 66,777, or 97-94 
per cent., were specified as to cause, while 1041, or 1°58 per cents 
were imperfectly so specified, and 361, or 0°53 per cent., were not 
so specified or merely ascribed to *‘ Natural Causes.’ The deaths 
imperfectly specified as to cause numbered 23 fewer than in 1919, 
and 20 fewer than in 1918, and those unspecified as to cause 
numbered 11 more than in 1919, but 79 fewer than in 1918. 

Enteric Fever.—Deaths from enteric fever numbered 96. ‘They 
are 13 more than in the previous year, but 28 less than the mean 
of the numbers of the preceding five years, and 79 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. There are only two 
previous years in which a smaller number of deaths from enteric 
fever were recorded, the one being 1919, when they numbered 83, 
and the other 1917 when they numbered 94. In the years 1865 to 
1882, and in the year 1884, these deaths numbered more than 1000 
annually ; in 1883, and in the years 1885 to 1908, the annual number 
was more than 500; and in the years 1904 to 1911, more than 200;

Scarlet Fever.—Deaths ascribed to scarlet fever during the year 
numbered 245, 115 being of males, and 130 of females. This 
number is 23 more than that of the previous year, but 183 less than 
the mean of the numbers of the preceding five years, and 258 less 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. A maximum 
number of deaths from scarlet fever occurred in 1874, and was 
6321. The deaths from this cause equal a death-rate of 5 per 
100,000, which is the same as in the previous year, but 4 less than 
the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 5 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. In 1874 the death-rate 
from this cause was 186 per 100,000. In the larger burghs the 
scarlet fever death-rate of the year was 6 per 100,000; in the smaller 
burghs, 4; and in the county districts, 5. In the larger burghs 
taken individually relatively high death-rates from this cause 
occurred in Falkirk (27), Coatbridge (14), and Hamilton (10). 
Of the 245 persons dying from scarlet fever, 184 were among 
children of more than 1 year but less than 10 years old, and 43 were 
among persons of more than 10 but less than 25 years old. Deaths 
among children of. less than 1 year old from this cause numbered 
8, and among persons of 25 years old and upwards, 10. The 
months in which scarlet fever was most prevalent were November 
(30), October (28), December (28), and January (24). (Tables 
32-40 and p. 70.) 

Whooping-cough.—Deaths attributed to whooping-cough during 
the year numbered 628, 283 being of males, and 345 of females. 
This is the smallest number of deaths from this cause yet registered | 
in Seotland, the previous smallest being 718, which occurred in) 
1916. These deaths number 945 fewer than in the previous year, | 
1140 less than the mean of the numbers of the preceding five years, | 
and 1050 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. | 
The death-rate from this cause was 13 per 100,000, and is the} 
lowest yet recorded. It is 20 less than that of the previous year, , 
24 less than the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 22| 
less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. The! 
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_ previous lowest whooping-cough death-rate in Scotland occurred in 
1916, and was 15 per 100,000. The highest Scottish death-rate 
from this cause occurred in 1862, and was 95 per 100,000. In the 
larger burghs this death-rate was 13 per 100,000; in the smaller 
burghs, 14; and in the county districts, 18. In the larger burehs 
taken individually a relatively high death-rate from whooping: 
cough occurred in Hamilton (41), in Greenock (27), in Motherwell 
(24), in Paisley (21), and in Clydebank (20). Of the 628 deaths 
from whooping-cough, 341 were among children of less than one 
year old, 258 among children of more than one but less than 5 years 
old, and 27 among children of more than 5 but less than 10 years 
old, while only 2 occurred among children of more than 10 but less 
than 15 years old, and none among persons of over that age. The 
months in which deaths from whooping-cough were most numerous 
were April (83), December (71), and May (68). (Tables 32-40 
and p. 70.) 

Diphtheria.—Deaths from diphtheria, including those certified 
as due to membranous laryngitis or to croup, numbered 724, 353 
being of males and 371 of females. This number is 3 less than in 
the previous year, 32 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
five years, and 93 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten 
years. In only three years, 1903, 1905, and 1917, were fewer 
deaths from diphtheria registered in Scotland. The death-rate 
from this cause was 15 per 100,000, which is the same as that of the 
previous year, | less than the mean of those of the preceding five 
years, and 2 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
In the larger burghs this death-rate was 17; in the smaller burghs, 
15; and in the county districts, 12. In the larger burghs taken 
individually relatively high death-rates from this cause occurred in 
Falkirk (51), ip Kirkcaldy (23), in Motherwell (22), and in 
Edinburgh (20). Of those dying from diphtheria, 486 were

children of less than 5 years old, and 257 children of more than 5 
but less than 15, while only 31 were among persons of over 15 years 
of age. The months in which the diphtheria deaths were more 
numerous were January (86), November (80), and March (79). 
(Tables 32-40 and p. 70.) 4 
Principal Epidemic Diseases Death-Rate.—Enteric fever, 
measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, and diphtheria are, for 
statistical purposes, grouped along with diarrhoea in children of less — 
than 2 years old as the principal epidemic diseases, and the death- 
rate due to them collectively is called the principal epidemic diseases 
death-rate. These deaths in all numbered 3796, and this death- 
rate was 0-78 per thousand. This death-rate is 0-14 less than that — 
of the previous year, 0-22 less than that of the year 
1918, 0-48 less than that of the year 1917, O36 Tess 
than that of the year 1916, and 1:04 less than that of@ 
the year 1915. In the larger burghs taken  collectively™ 
this death-rate was 0°93; in the smaller burghs, 0°66; and in the © 
county districts, 0°64. In the previous year these three rates were © 
1:17, 0°68, and 0-67 respectively. In the larger burghs taken | 
individually this rate ranged from 1°35 in Hamilton, 1:19 in Coat- ~ 
bridge, 1-17 in Falkirk, 1:14 in Dundee, and 1:10 in Motherwell, 7 
to 0°58 in Leith, 0-59 in Edinburgh, 0°62 in Ayr, and 0°63 in Kirk- ~ 
caldy and in Perth. In Glasgow this rate was 1:04, and in Aber-— 
deen 0°86.

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hearty, 2°75 in Kilsyth, 2-39 in Charlestown of Aberlour, and 2°36 
in Rothes, to 0-0 in 53 burghs. In the county districts this rate 
varied from 1:88 in Rhins District of Wigtown, 1:33 in Middle 
Ward District of Lanark, 1:23 in North Uist District of Inverness, 
1-14 in Garioch District of Aberdeen, and 1:06 in Ayr District of 
Ayr, to 0:0 in 14 districts. (Tables 4-7). 

Other Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths due to epidemic or infectious 
diseases other than those already named, and exclusive of influenza, 
included 170 from erysipelas, 33 from malaria, 18 from dysentery, 
11 from chicken-pox, 2 from German measles, 1 from cholera 
hostras, 5 from actinomycosis, 4 from mumps, 4 from sprue, 4 
from paratyphoid fever, 2 from pellagra, and 1 from mycosis 
fungoides. 

Influenza.—Deaths from influenza during the year in all 
numbered 1339, 696 being of males, and 643 of females. In 1918 
these deaths numbered 11,111 and in 1919 they numbered 7215, 
and thus the influenza deaths of this year are 5876 fewer than those 
of the previous year, and 9772 fewer than those of 1918. 

Of these 13389 deaths, 291 were attributed to influenza solely, 
while 1048 were attributed to influenza along with some compli- 
cating disease, the most frequent complications being pneumonia 
and bronchitis, that of influenza and pneumonia being the stated 
cause of death during the year in 702 cases, and that of influenza 
and bronchitis in 114 cases. (Table O.) 

The influenza death-rate of the year was 28 per 100,000; in the 
previous year it was 147. In the male population this death-rate 
was 30, and in the female 25. 

Of those dying from influenza, 203 were among persons between 
the ages of 25 and 35, 189 among persons between ages 55 and 65, 
150 among persons between ages 15 and 25, 149 among persons 
between ages 65 and 75, and 145 among persons between ages 45 
and 55. 

Influenza deaths were most numerous in the months of April 
(395), May (293), and March (196). (Table N.) 

Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease 
registered in Scotland during the year numbered 6042, 3099 being 
of males, and 2943 of females. The total deaths from all forms of 
tuberculosis in Scotland were fewer in this year than in any other 
year since the introduction of national registration, and that is since 
1855. This year’s number is 284 less than that of the previous 
year, 1386 less than the mean of the numbers of the previous five 
years, and 1748 less than the mean of those of the previous ten 
years. A maximum number of deaths from this cause in Scotland 
occurred in the year 1870, and was 13,027, and compared with that 
figure the number of deaths in this year is 6985, or 53-6 per cent., 
less. In 1870 and in 1871 deaths from tuberculous disease 
numbered more than 13,000 annually, and in the years 1872 to 1883 
constantly more than 11,000; this number fell below 10,000 in 
1888, below 9000 in 1910, below 8000 in 1914, and has now for 2 
years been below 7000. (Table 39.) 

The general death-rate from tuberculosis in Scotland was 124 per 
100,000. This rate is 7 less than that of the previous year, 31 less 
than the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 40 less than 
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the mean of those of the preceding ten years. The maximum 
death-rate from this cause occurred in 1870, and was 404 per — 
100,000, and compared with it that of this year 1s 280, or 69°3 per 
cent., less. The tuberculosis death-rate in the male population 
during the year was 132, and in the female population 116; in the — 
previous year these rates were 132 and 127, and in 1918 they were 
159 and 156 respectively. (Table 36.) ; 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the death-rate from thig — 
cause was 148 per 100,000; in the smaller burghs, 110; and in the © 
county districts, 99. In the previous year these rates were 141, 117, 
and 108... (Table 36). 4 

In the counties, burghs included, this rate varied from 214 in — 
Shetland, 168 in Ross and Cromarty, 164 in Kinross, 145 in¥ 
Lanark, and 141 in Inverness, to 61 in Bute, 68 in Nairn, 70 in@ 
Haddington, and 74 in Berwick and in Clackmannan. (Table7.) — 

In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from — 
175 in Greenock, 173 in Leith, 159 in Glasgow, and 149 in Dundee, ~ 
to 109 in Kirkcaldy, 118 in Avr, 116 in Clydebank, and 125 in 4 
Motherwell. In Paisley.this rate was 143, in Coatbridge 187, in] 
Edinburgh 134, in Aberdeen 133, in Perth 132, in Falkirk 1382, and 
in Kilmarnock 129. (Table 4.) 

In the smaller burghs with censal populations of over 1000, this | 
rate varied from 498 in Cromarty, 883 in Whithorn, 341 in Pitten-_ 
weem, 293 in Old Meldrum, 285 in Kirkcudbright, 246 in Maybole, © 
and 230 in Wigtown, to 0 in 8 of these burghs. (Table ba) 

In the county districts this rate ranged from 367 in Upper Dee-- 
side District of Kincardine, 299 in South Uist District of Inverness, 
277 in West Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, 257 in Mainland 
District of Shetland, and 214 in Lorn District of Argyll, to 0 in 
Arran District of Bute, and in Stonehaven District of Kincardine, 
12 in Arbroath District of Forfar, 26 in County District of Selkirk, 
and 28 in Western District of Perth. (Table 6.) 

Of the 6042 deaths from tuberculous disease, 4056 were ascribed [ 
to phthisis, 188 to acute phthisis, 77 to acute miliary tuberculosis, : 
590 to tuberculous meningitis, 525 to abdominal tuberculosis, 116 — 
to tuberculous disease of the spine, 51 to tuberculous disease of the i 
joints, and 489 to tuberculosis of ‘“‘ other organs’’ or tom 
disseminated tuberculosis. Compared with the number in the” 
previous year, that of deaths from acute phthisis is 83 more, from — 
acute miliary tuberculosis 7 more, and from tuberculosis of thell 
joints 4 more, but those from phthisis are133 less, from tuberculosis” 
of the spine 35 less, from abdominal tuberculosis 43 less, from tuber- 
culous meningitis 63 less, and from disseminated turberculosis, or . 
‘other organs,’’ 54 less. (Page 42.) e 

Deaths from phthisis, including those certified as due to acute 
phthisis, numbered 4194, This number is 100 less than that of the 
previous year, 806 less than the mean of those of the preceding five” 
years, and 925 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten 
years. It is the smallest number of deaths from phthisis regis- 
tered in Scotland in any year since the institution of national 
registration in 1855, the previous smallest being that of the year 
1919, which was 4294. During the 22 years, 1862 to 1883, with 
only 3 exceptions, deaths from phthisis numbered more than 8000 
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annually, and attained a maximum of 9148 in 1870. This number 
fell below 8000 in 1884, below 7000 in 1892, below 6000 in 1910, 
and below 5000 in 1914. Compared with the maximum number, 
the deaths from phthisis of this year are 4954, or 54-2 per cent., less. 
(Table 39.) 

The phthisis death-rate of the year was 86 per 100,000. It is 3 
less than that of the previous year, 18 less than the mean of those 
of the preceding five years, and 21 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding ten years. It is the lowest phthisis death-rate for 
Scotland yet recorded. A maximum phthisis death-rate of 283 per 
100,000 occurred in Scotland in the years 1860 and in 1870, and 
compared with it the rate of this year is 197, or 69°61 per cent., 
less. In other words, this rate is now less than one-third of what 
it was in the year 1870. The mean death-rate from phthisis in the 
decade 1861 to 1870 was 268 per 100,000; in the decade 1871 to 1880 
it fell to 244; in the decade 1881 to 1890 it fell to 202; in the 
decade 1891 to 1900 to 171; and in the decade 1901 to 1910 to 1389. 
The death-rate of the year under review is 67:9 per cent., less than 
that of the decade 1861 to 1870, 64:8 per cent. less than the decade 
1871 to 1880, 57-4 per cent. less than that of the decade 1881 to 
1890, 49-7 per cent. less than that of the decade 1891 to 1900, and 
38°1 per cent. less than that of the decade 1900 to 1910. (Table 
4.0.) 

Of the 4194 deaths from phthisis, 2139 were of males, and 2055 
of females, the former number being 32 more, but the latter number 
132 less, than in the previous year. The male phthisis death-rate

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of the year was 91 per 100,000, and the female 81. In the previous 
year these two rates were 89 and 87; in 1918 they were 108 and 106 
respectively. (Tables 35 and 36.) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the phthisis death-rate 
was 103 per 100,000; in the smaller burghs, 74; and in the county 
districts, 69. Compared with the rate of the previous year, that 
of the larger burghs is 8 more, but that of the smaller burghs is 4 
less, and that of the county districts is 3 less. (Table 4.) 

In the larger burghs taken individually the phthisis death-rate 
varied from 114 in Leith, 113 in Glasgow, 108 in Dundee, 106 in 
Greenock, and 102 in Falkirk, to 68 in Ayr, 69 in Motherwell, 75 
in Coatbridge, 76 in Kirkcaldy, and 84 in Kilmarnock. In Paisley 
this rate was 100, in Clydebank 97, in Aberdeen 96, in Perth 93, in 
Hamilton 92, and in Edinburgh 92. In the smaller burghs with 
populations of more than 1000 this rate ranged from 415 per 
100,000 in Cromarty, 341 in Pittenweem, 287 in Whithorn, 207 in 
Kinghorn, 196 in Old Meldrum, and 193 in Tain, to 0 in 17 burghs. 


In the county districts this rate ranged from 367 in Upper Deeside —

The 
age-eroup death-rates ranged from 188 in age-group 45 to 55, 133 
in age-group 35 to 45, and 129 in age-group 25 to 35, to 14 in age- 
group 5 to 10, 16 in age-group under 1, 18 in age-group 1 to 5, and 
28 in age-group 10 to 15. Compared with the phthisis age-group

and in the county districts, 9. In the previous year these rates — 
were 16, 11, and 11 respectively. Of these deaths the majority, — 


364, were among children of less than five years old, while 102 
were among children of more than 5 but less than 10 years old, and 
only 23 were among persons of 25 years of age and upwards, 


(Tables 32-36.) 
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Deaths from abdominal tuberculosis numbered 525, and equal a 
death-rate of 11 per 100,000. These deaths are also fewer than in 
recent years. In the years 1911 to 1914 they constantly numbered 
over 800, and in the years 1915 to 1918 constantly over 700. In 
1919 this number fell to 568, and has now fallen to 525. In the 
larger burghs taken collectively the death-rate from this cause 
was 13; in. the smaller burehs, 10; and in the county districts, 9. 
(Tables 32-36.) 

Malignant Disease.—Deaths from cancer and other forms of 
malignant disease numbered 5765. This is the largest number of 
such deaths registered in Scotland in any one year. It is 108 more 
than that of the previous year, 286 more than the mean of those of 
the preceding five years, and 465 more than the mean of those of 
the preceding ten years. (T'able 39.) 

The cancer death-rate of the year was 119 per 100,000, and is the 
highest annual death-rate from this cause yet recorded. It is 2 
above that of the previous year, 5 more than the mean of those of 
the preceding five years, and 8 more than the mean of 
those of the preceding ten years. In the years 1855 to 
1863 the Scottish cancer death-rate varied from 32 to 40. 
In the years 1864 to 1878 it was constantly over 40, 
in the years 1878 to 1885 constantly over 50, and in the 
years 1886 to 1893 constantly over 60. In 1894 it rose for the first 
time over 70, in 1898 over 80, and in 1905 over 90. In 1901 it 
exceeded 100, in 1912 it rose to 110, and has now risen to 119. In 
1920, the year under review, deaths from cancer outnumbered those 
from phthisis by 1571, or 87-5 per cent., while as a contrast it may 
be mentioned that in 1870, 1506: OO years ago, the number of deaths 
from phthisis outnumbered those from cancer by 7775, or 566°3 per 
cent. (Table 40.) 

The cancer death-rate of the year among males was 106, and 
among females 131 per 100,000, the former ‘being 7 more, but the 
latter the same as in the previous year. In the larger bur chs taken 
collectively this death-rate was 123; in the smaller burghs, 125 ; 
and in the county districts, 107. In the previous year these rates 
were 113, 124, and 112. (Table 36.) 

The age-group death-rates from cancer were, as is always the 
case, highest at the older ages and lowest in the younger ages. In 
age-group 75 and over it was 1146 per 100,000; in age-group 65 to 
74, 850; in age-group 55 to 64, 542; and in age-group 45 to 54, 
299. Tn age-group 35 to 44 it was 69, but in all younger age- 
groups it was less than 20. (Table 33.) 

Of the 5765 deaths from malignant disease, 3639 were ascribed 
to carcinoma, 266 to sarcoma, and 1860 to other or unspecified 
forms of malignant disease. In the previous year these three 
figures were 35388, 231, and 1888. 

“The most frequent sites of fatal malignant disease among males 
during the year were stomach (647), intestine (381), liver. (222), 
rectum (188), esophagus (119), and tongue (113) ; and the most 
frequent sites among females were stomach (63: 2), intestine (498), 
breast (494), nterus (480), liver (280), and, rectum (147). 
Grouping together cancers of stomach, liver, intestine, and rectum, 
it is found that those of males numbered 14388 and those of females 
1557, the former number being 101 in excess of that of last year, 
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while the latter number is 40 less. Deaths from cancers of the — 
uterus and breast among females collectively numbered 974, which 
is 12 less than in the previous year. (Table 42.) 

Syphilis.—Syphilis was the stated cause of death in 287 
instances. This number is 44 more than that of the previous year, 
54 more than the mean of the numbers of the preceding five years, 
and 39 more than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
These deaths equal a death-rate of 5 per 100,000, which is 1 more 
than in the previous year, 1 more than the mean of those of the 
preceding five years, and 1 more than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. Of the 237 deaths from this cause, 192 were 
of children of less than one year old, which number is 43 more than 
in the previous year. (Table 39.) 

In addition to these 237 deaths attributed to syphilis, there were 
410 attributed to parasyphilitic disease, including 189 from general 
paralysis of the insane, 151 from aneurysm, and 70 from locomotor 
ataxia. ‘These deaths collectively are 7 fewer than in the previous 
year, those from general. paralysis of the insane being 34 fewer, 
and those from locomotor ataxia 18 fewer, while those from 
aneurysm were 45 more. (Pages 42 and 43.) | 

Other General Diseases.—The foregoing causes of death are of a 
general rather than of a local anatomical distribution, and in 
addition to them deaths grouped as general diseases included, 
among others, 171 from chronic rheumatism, gout, or osteo- — 
arthritis, 203 from rheumatic fever, 439 from diabetes, 50 from © 
exophthalmic goitre, 63 from leucocythemia, 24 from lymph- — 
adenoma, 124 from alcoholism, and 500 from anemia and chlorosis, 
these latter including 442 attributed to pernicious anemia. Com- — 
pared with the numbers of the previous year, deaths from chronic 
rheumatic affections are 44 fewer, from diabetes 22 fewer, from ~ 
exophthalmic goitre 15 fewer, from lymphadenoma 18 fewer, and — 
from anemias 60 fewer, but those from leucocythemia are 4 more, 
and from alcoholism 52 more. (Page 42.) | 

Diseases of the Nervous System.—The number of deaths 
ascribed to diseases of the nervous system, including those from — 
diseases of the eye and the ear, were 8542, which is O77 fewer than — 
in the previous year. Among others these deaths included 184 
from encephalitis, of which 91 were attributed to encephalitis — 
lethargica, 115 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 731 4 
from “meningitis other than tuberculous and cerebro- spinal, 
pis LA? from “apoplexy and hemiplegia, 259 from _ epilepsy, 7 
637 from convulsions other than puerperal, 130 from © 
cerebral tumours, and 151 from diseases of the ear including those — 
of mastoid. Of these numbers the only ones materially larger than — 
in the previous year are those of encephalitis and of cerebral 
‘tumour, the increases being 34 and 24 respectively, and those 
showing material reductions are those from meningitis, other than — 
tuberculous or cerebro- spinal, 101, from apoplexy “and hemiplegia 
72, and from cerebro-spinal meningitis 13, fewer than in the 
previous year. (Page 43.) 

Diseases of the Circulatory System.—Deaths from these causes 
collectively numbered 8084, and included 6703 from diseases of the 
heart, 1818 from diseases of the blood vessels, and 63 others. 
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These deaths collectively are 91 fewer than in the previous year, 
those from heart disease being 126 fewer, while those from diseases 
of the blood vessels are 33 more, and from diseases of the circu- 
latory system other than the heart and the blood vessels, 2 
more. Deaths from diseases of the heart included 40. from 
pericarditis, 258 from acute endocarditis, 3300 from valvular disease, 
278 from fatty degeneration, 229 from angina pectoris, and 2598 
from other or unspecified diseases of the heart. Deaths from 
valvular disease of the heart numbered 229 fewer than in the 
previous year, but those from acute endocarditis numbered 82 
more, and from fatty degeneration of the heart 39 more. Deaths 
ascribed to diseases of the blood vessels included 151 from 
aneurysm, 544 from arterio-sclerosis, 515 from cerebral embolism 
or thrombosis other than cerebral, and 18 from diseases of the 
veins. Deaths from aneurysm numbered 45 more than in the 
previous year, but the others show little change. Deaths from 
diseases of the circulatory system other than from diseases of the 
heart and blood vessels included 12 from lymphatism or status 
lymphaticus, 14 from other diseases of the lymphatic system, and 
37 es hemorrhage of an unspecified nature or cause. (Page 
43, 

Diseases of the Respiratory System.—These deaths collectively 
numbered 12,388, which is 5671 less than in the previous year. 
They included 4701 from bronchitis, 3212 from  broncho- 
pneumonia, 3477 from pneumonia other than broncho-pneumonia, 
277 from pleurisy, 392. from pulmonary congestion, 109 from 
diseases of the larynx, 9 from diseases of the nose, 29 from diseases 
of the thyroid, and 182 others. Compared with the corresponding 
figure of the previous year, that of deaths from pleurisy is 48 less, 
that from pulmonary congestion 59 less, and that from all diseases 
of the larynx 22 less. (Page 43.) 

Deaths from all diseases of the respiratory system constituted 
18:2 per cent. of the total deaths of the year. In 1919 this per- 
centage was 24:0; in 1918, 26°5; and in 1917, 16-1, the high per- 
centages of 1919 and 1918 being associated with the influenza 
epidemic. (Table 34.) 

Bronchitts.—Bronchitis was the stated cause of death in 4701 
instances. This number is 1122 less than that of the previous 
year, 657 less than the mean of those of the preceding five years, 
and 322 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
These deaths equal a death-rate of 97 per 100,000, which is 24 less 
than that of the previous year, 14 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding five years, and 8 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. Deaths from bronchitis in the male popula- 
tion numbered 2395, and in the female population 2306, the male 
death-rate from this cause being 102, and the female 91, per 
100,000. In the previous year these two rates were 117 and 12] 
respectively. In the larger burghs taken collectively this death- 
rate was 116; in the smaller burghs, 89; and in the county 
districts, 74. In the previous year these three rates were 134, 
#17, and 95. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the death-rate from 
bronchitis varied from 159 in Motherwell, 145 in Hamilton, 132 in 
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Coatbridge and in Kirkcaldy, and 128 in Glasgow, to 54 in Falkirk, 
61 in Clydebank, 88 in Ayr, 90 in Perth, 92 in Leith, and 95 in § 
Edinburgh. Of the total deaths from bronchitis, 1226, or 26-1 per — 
cent., were of children of less than 5 years old; 1261, or 25:8 per ~ 
cent., were of persons of more than 5 but less than 65 years ola; 
and 2214, or 47-1 per cent., were of persons of 65 years and 
upwards. Compared with the figure of the previous year, deaths 
from bronchitis among children of less than 5 years old are 30 
more, those of persons of over 5 but under 65 are 529 fewer, and 
those of persons of 65 years old and over are 623 fewer. The age-— 
group death-rates from bronchitis ranged from 1569 per 100,000 in 
age-group 75 and over, 935 in age-group under 1, 557 in age-group 
65 to 69, and 228 in age-group 55 to 64, to 1 in age-group 10 to 15, 
4 in age-group 15 to 24, and 5 in age-group 5 to 10. The months 
of the year in which deaths from bronchitis were most frequent 
were December (593), April (588), January (584), and March 
(579), and the months in which these deaths were least numerous 
were August (162), July (195), and September (226). In the 
early part of the previous year, 1919, there was a severe epidemic 
of influenza, and there can be little. doubt that the greater 
frequency of deaths from bronchitis in that year as compared with 
those of this year was due to that epidemic. (Tables 33-40 and 
Fage (ly 

Pneumonia.—The total number of deaths ascribed to pneumonia 
during the year numbered 6689, of which 3212 were certified as 
due to broncho-pneumonia, and 38477 as due to pneumonia other 
than broncho-pneumonia. The total number of these deaths is 
4405 less than in the previous year, that of broncho-pneumonia 
being 1694, and that of other pneumonia 2711 less. These = 
pneumonia deaths are 1996 fewer than the mean of the numbers 
of the previous five years, and 613 fewer than the mean of those © 
of the preceding ten years. The large difference between the 7 
number of deaths in this and in the previous year, like the decrease — 
in the number of deaths from bronchitis, may be attributed to the — 
severe epidemic of influenza early in 1919. 

The death-rate from pneumonia, all forms, was 138 per 100, 000. 
It is 92 less than that of the previous year, 43 less than the mean of ~ 
those of the five preceding years, and 15 less than the mean of — 
those of the ten preceding years.. The pneumonia death-rate in — 
the male population was 161, and in the female 116, the former — 
being 92, and the latter 86, less than in the previous year. In the © 
larger burghs taken collectively this death-rate was 183; in the ~ 
smaller burghs, 107; and in the county districts, 92. In the¥ 
previous year these three rates were 270, 169, and 184 respectively. 

In the larger burghs taken individually relatively high 
pneumonia death-rates occurred in Dundee (246 per 100,000), 
Glasgow (225), Motherwell (206), and Hamilton (186). In 
Edinburgh this rate was 111, and in Aberdeen 146. In Kirkcaldy © 
it was 68, and in Perth 75. 

Of the 6689 persons dying from pneumonia, 2809, or 42:0 per 
cent., were of children of less than five years old ; 2808, or 41°9 per 
cent., were persons of more than 5 but less than 65 years old; and 
1077, or 16-1 per cent., were persons of 65 or over. Compared 
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with the number of the previous year deaths from pneumonia 
among children of under 5 are 696, or 19-9 per cent., less; those of 
persons between 5 and 65 are 3283, or 53-9 per cent., less; and 
those of persons of 65 and over are 426, or 28°3 per cént., less. 
(Table 32.) 

The age-group death-rates of the year from pneumonia varied 
from 1561 per 100,000 in children of less than 1 year old, 620 among 
persons of 75 years of age and upwards, 327 among those of ages 
between 65 and 75, 249 among those aged 1 to 5, and 217 among 
those aged 55 to 65, to 14 among those aged 10 to 15, 31 among 
aged 5 to 10, and 40 among those aged 15 to 25. (Tables 32- 

0. 

Diseases of the Digestive System.—Deaths attributed to diseases 
of the digestive system during the year in all numbered 4470. 
They included 106 from diseases of the mouth, pharynx, and 
cesophagus, 842 from diseases of the stomach, 2927 from diseases 
of the intestines, 447 from diseases of the liver, and 148 others, 
these last including 5 from diseases of the spleen, and 110 from 
peritonitis, the cause of which was unspecified. Compared with 
the number in the previous year, deaths from diseases of the 
mouth, pharynx, and cesophagus are 7 more, from diseases of the 
stomach 53 more, from diseases of the intestines 278 more, and 
from diseases of the liver 64 more. 

Of the 842 deaths from diseases of the stomach, 333 were 
ascribed to gastric ulcer, a number 9 in excess of that of the 
previous year. Of the 2927 deaths from diseases of the intestines, 
1287 were ascribed to enteritis or diarrhoea among children of less 
than 2 years of age, and 586 to those conditions among persons of 
over that age, the former being 272, and the latter 67, more than in 
the previous year. Deaths attributed to appendicitis numbered 
445, to hernia 204, and to intestinal obstruction 328. Compared 
with the number of the previous year, deaths from appendicitis are 
19 more, and those from hernia 11 more, but those from intestinal 
olstruction are 2 fewer. Of the 447 deaths from diseases of the 
liver, 12 were ascribed to acute yellow atrophy, 171 to cirrhosis, 
and 105 to gallstones; compared with the number in the previous 
year deaths from acute yellow atrophy are 7 more, from cirrhosis 
12 more, and from gallstones 17 more. In the Reports dealing 
with the statistics of the years 1918 and 1919 attention was drawn 
to a decided diminution in the number of deaths from cirrhosis of 
the liver, these deaths numbering 159 in 1919, and 139 in 1918, as 
against an average of 250 in the years 1911 to 1913; the number of 
such deaths in this year, though 12 in excess of those of 1919 and 32 
in excess of those of 1918, are still decidedly below the average in 
the years 1911 to 1913. (Page 44.) 

Diarrhea.—Deaths from all forms of diarrhceas, including those 
certified as due to enteritis, to gastro-enteritis, to dysentery, and to 
cholera nostras, numbered 1892. This number is 323 more than 

that of the previous year, but is 19 less than the mean of those of 
the five preceding years, and 351 less than the mean of those of 
the ten preceding years. The death-rate from this cause was 39 
per 100,000; it is 6 more than in the previous year, but 1 less than 
the mean of the rates of the preceding five years, and 8 less than 
the mean of those of the preceding ten years. (Tables 39 and 40.) 
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Diseases of the Genito-Urinary System.—Deaths from these 
causes in all numbered 2691, which is 70 less than in the previous 
year. ‘hey included 1987 from diseases of the kidney, 268 from 
diseases of the bladder, 260 from diseases of the male reproductive 
organs, and 176 from diseases of the female reproductive 
organs. Compared with the number of the previous year, deaths 
from diseases of the kidney are 53 fewer, from diseases of the’ 
bladder and urethra 19 fewer, from diseases of the male repro-: 
ductive organs 6 fewer, but those from diseases of the female 
reproductive organs are 8 more. The 1987 deaths attributed to 
diseases of the kidney included 247 ascribed to acute nephritis, 
1511 ascribed to chronic nephritis or Bright’s disease, 111 ascribed 
to uremia, and 118 others. Deaths from diseases of the bladder 
and urethra included 35 from urinary calculus, 181 from diseases of 
the bladder, and 52 from diseases of the urethra or from urinary 
abscess. Deaths from diseases of the male reproductive organs 
included 252 from diseases of the prostate, and 8 others. Those 
from diseases of the female reproductive organs included 51 from 
non-cancerous uterine tumour, 40 from cystic and other simple 
tumours of the ovary, and 85 others. (Page 44.) 

Diseases and Accidents of Pregnancy and Childbirth.—These 
collectively numbered 840, and included 938 from diseases of 
pregnancy, 182 from accidents of childbirth, and 565 from diseases 
of the puerperium. Collectively these deaths numbered 179 more 
than in the previous year, those from accidents of childbirth being 
57 more, and and those from diseases of the puerperium 141 more, 
while those from diseases and accidents of pregnancy numbered 19 
fewer. Of the 93 deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy, 
44 were due to abortion, 12 to uncontrollable vomiting, 22 to ectopic 
gestation, and 15 to other causes. Deaths from abortion are 22 
fewer than in the previous year, and 58 fewer than in 1918. They 
are 3 more than those of the year 1917, and 1 more than those of 
1916. These deaths were exceptionally numerous in the years 1918 
and 1919, the excess being attributed to the influenza epidemic. 
(Page 44. ) 

Deaths from accidents of childbirth included 107 from puerperal 
hemorrhage; in the previous year this number was 71. Those. 
from diseases and accidents of the puerperium included 242 from 
puerperal sepsis. 184 from puerperal albuminuria or convulsions, 
and 51 from puerperal phlegmasia alba dolens, phlebitis or 
embolism. In the previous year these figures were 150, 108, and 
40, and thus the figures of this year show a considerale increase. 
( Page 44.) 

Births registered during the year numbered 136,546, and as the 
deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 840, they equal a death-rate of 6-2 per thousand regis-— 
tered births. This rate is the same as that of the previous year, but 
is 0°8 less than that of 1918, while it is 0°3 higher than that of 1917, 
the last year without severe influenza. In the legen burghs taken 
collectively this rate was 6-6; in the smaller burchs, | ye; and j in the 
county districts, 5-9. Inthe larger burghs taken sai videnlle this rate 
ranged from 11: 6 i in Kirkealdy, and 7-1 in Glasgow and in Dundee, 
to 3-9 in Kilmarnock, and 5:2 in Paisley, in Leith, and in Hamilton. 
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In Greenock this rate was 6:7, in Clydebank 6.3; in Aberdeen 6:2, 
in Perth 6-2, in Falkirk 6.2, in Motherwell 6-1, in Edinburgh 5-9 
in Ayr 5°8, and in Coatbridge 5-4. (Table 41.) 

Diseases of the Skin and Cellular Tisswe.—Deaths from these 
causes in all numbered 519, which is 45 more than that of the 
previous year. These deaths included 255 from gangrene, of 
which 230 were ascribed to senile gangrene, 8 to cancrum oris, and 
17 others. Those from senile gangrene numbered 10 more than in 
the previous year, but those from cancrum oris numbered 1 fewer. 
(Page 44.) 

Diseases of the Locomotor System.—These collectively num- 
bered 120, which is 3 fewer than in the previous year. They 
included 90 from diseases of the bones, 28 from diseases of the 
joints, and 2 others. (Page 45.) 

Congenital Malformations.—Deaths ascribed to congenital mal- 
formations numbered 613, which is 117 more than in the previous 
year. Of these deaths, 336 were of males, and 277 of females, the 
former, as is usual, outnumbering the latter. Of the 613 dying 
from these causes, 561 were children of less than 1 year old, and 33 
were children of more than | but less than 5 years old. (Page 45.) 

Diseases peculiar to Early Infancy.—Deaths from these diseases 
in all numbered 4872, which is 849 more than in the previous year. 
They equal a death-rate of 35-7 per thousand registered births, 
which is 2-2 less than that of the previous year, and 0°5 less than 
that of 1918. Deaths from these causes among male children 
numbered 2832, and equalled a death-rate of 40°6 per thousand 
registered male births, and those among female children numbered 
2040, and equalled a death-rate of 30°5 per thousand registered 
female births. These deaths included 2532 ascribed to premature 
birth, 1486 being of males, and 1096 of females; 1961 ascribed to 
congenital debility, 1176 being of males, and 785 of females; and 
379 from other diseases peculiar to early infancy or lack of care, of 
which 220 were of males, and 159 of females. (Pp. 45-49, 53.) 

Old Age.—Deaths attributed to old age numbered 3577, and 
included 66 certified as due to senile dementia, and 
3511 certified as due to senile decay. These deaths collectively 
number 484 fewer than in the previous year. (Page 45.) 

Violence.—Deaths attributed to violent causes during the year 
numbered 2919. This number is 67 less than that of the previous 
year, 203 less than the mean of those of the five preceding years, 
and 121 less than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. 
The annual death-rate from these causes taken collectively was 60 
per 100,000, which is 2 less than in the previous year, 5 less than 
the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 4 less than the 
mean of those of the ten preceding vears. Deaths from violence 
among the male population numbered 2086, and among the female 
population 833, the male death-rate from this cause being 89, and 
the female 33. In the previous year the male death-rate was 94, 
but the female death-rate was 31. (Tables 36, 40.) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the death-rate from 
Violence was 65 per 100,000; in the smaller burghs, 55; and in the 
county districts, 55. In the previous year these three rates were 
55, 48, and 60 respectively. In the larger burghs taken 
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individually the death-rate from violence varied from 82 in Clyde- 
bank, 77 in Greenock, 73 in Glasgow, and 63 in Dundee, in Leith, | 
in Kirkcaldy, and in Hamilton, to 42 in Falkirk, 44 in Motherwell, 
and 45 in Ayr. In Edinburgh this death-rate was 57, and in 
Aberdeen 56. (Tables 35-38.) 

Of the 2919 deaths from violence registered during the year, 236 
were ascribed to suicide, 30 to homicide, 31 to war casualties, 2 to 
execution, and 2620 to accident. Compared with the numbers in 
the previous year, deaths by suicide are 2 more, deaths by homicide 
2 fewer, deaths from war casualties 386 fewer, and deaths by 
accident 83 fewer. Of the 2620 deaths by accident, 1870 were of 
males, and 750 of females; of those by suicide, 165 were of males, 
and 71 of females; while of those by homicide 18 were of males, and 
12 of females. (Page 45.) 

Of the 2620 deaths by accident, 452 were by drowning, 366 by 
burns and scalds, 290 by falls, and 98 by poisoning, these last 
including 41 fatal accidents caused by poisonous vapours, 13 deaths 
by food poisoning, and 39 others. Deaths by drowning numbered 
167 less than in the previous year, and those by burns and scalds 
25 less, but those caused by falls numbered 60 more, and those by 
poisons 14 more. Deaths due to fatal accidents in coal and other 
mines and in quarries numbered 127; on railways, 141; with motor- 
cars, 161; with horses and horse-drawn vehicles, 86; and with 
tramcars, 48. ‘Those due to motor-car accidents numbered 20 more 
than in the previous year, those due to tramway accidents 16 
more, and to railway accidents 7 more, but those 
due to accidents with horses and _ horse-drawn vehicles 
numbered 21 fewer, and those in mines and quarries 14 
fewer. Deaths of children of less than 1 year old caused by over- 
laying or by suffocation numbered 77, and are 1 fewer than in the 
previous year, but 12 more than in 1918. (Page 45.) 

Of the 389 deaths from accidental poisoning other than by 
poisonous vapours or by food, 7 were caused by carbolic acid, 5 by 
opium, 4 by arsenic, 3 by ammonia, 2 by oxalic acid, 2 by an 
“‘irritant,’’ 1 each by cyanide of potassium, caustic soda, neo- 
salvarsan, mercury, hemlock, nicotine, corrosive sublimate, 
strychnine, “‘ liniment,’’ acetic acid, salicylate, hydrochloric acid, 
‘‘ corrosive,’’ bromidia and opium, potassium bichromate, and 1 
by an unspecified poison. (Table 44.) 

Of the 41 deaths due to exposure to poisonous vapours, 32 were 
caused by coal gas, 6 by carbon monoxide, and 1 each by 
sulphur fumes, gas at Ironwork, and mustard gas. In the previous 
year 32 deaths were caused by coal g gas, and 12 ‘by carbon monoxide. 
(Table 44.) 

In addition to the above-named 41 deaths from exposure to 
poisonous vapours, there were 71 cases in which death occurred 
during or after the administration of an anesthetic for therapeutic 
purposes, and of which the anesthetic may, or may not, have been 
a contributory cause. In the previous year such deaths numbered 
43, but in 1918 they numbered 70. These 71 cases included 41 
where chloroform was the anesthetic administered, 21 where it 
was a mixture of chloroform and ether, 5 where ether alone was 
given, 2 where ethyl chloride was given, and 2 in which the nature 
of the anesthetic was not ascertained. (Table 44.) 
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The 286 deaths by suicide included 70 by cut-throat or by other 
sutting or stabbing, 52 by hanging, 46 by poisoning, 37 by drown- 
ng, 18 by gunshot, 11 by precipitation, and 2 on railways. Com- 
pared with the number in the previous year, suicidial deaths by 
poisoning were 16 more, by precipitation 6 more, by gunshot 
wounds 6 more, and by cut-throat 1 more, but those on railways 
were 2 fewer, by drowning 5 fewer, and by hanging 20 fewer. 
(Table 43.) 

Of the 46 deaths by suicidal poisoning, 29 were by coal-gas, 4 by 
earbolic acid, 3 by hydrocyanic acid, 2 by oxalic acid, 1 each by 
sorrosive, ‘‘A.B.C. lniment,’’ arsenic, caustic soda, toxol, and 
ammonia, and 2 by unspecified poisons. (Table 44.) 

Relative Frequency of Causes of Death.—The following tabular 
statement shows in order of frequency those causes of death which 
during the year were the prescribed cause of at least one per cent. 
of the total deaths of the year, the figures given being those of the 
actual number of deaths, and the percentage of the total deaths

The foregoing list includes the causes of 45,290 deaths, and that 
is 66°4 per ‘cent. of the total. The percentage of the total deaths 
ascribed to phthisis was 6:15; to tuberculous meningitis, 0°87; to 
abdominal tuberculosis, 0° 17: and to other forms ie: vabeewalons 
disease, 1:08. (Tables 32 and 34.) 

Infant Deaths.—Deaths of children of less than 1 year old in all 
numbered 12,565, and as already stated equal an infantile mortality 
rate of 92 per thousand recistered births. Of these deaths, 7199 were 
of male children, and 5366 of female children. Of these 12,565 
children, 7780, or 61:9 per cent., were less than three months old ; 
9105, or 168 per cent., were more than three but less than six 
months old; 1469, or 11-7 per cent., were more than six but less 
than nine months old; and 1211, or 9:6 per cent., were more than 
nine but less than twelve months old. Compared with the number 
in the previous year, deaths among children of less than three 
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months old are 15380 more; of more than three but less than six 
months old, 480 more; and of more than six but less than nine ~ 
months old, 19 more; while those of more than nine but less than — 
twelve months old are 209 fewer. Deaths of children of less than — 
one month old numbered 5421, and constituted 43:14 per cent. ot 
the total infant deaths. In the previous year they numbered 
4573, and constituted 42°36 per cent. of the total. (Table 45.) 

The most frequent causes of death among infants during the 
year, the number of deaths caused by each, and the percentage of 
the total infantile deaths of the year caused by them, were :— 
Premature birth, 2532, or 20°15 per cent.; broncho-pneumonia, | 
pneumonia, and congestion of the lungs taken collectively, 1815, 
or 14:44 per cent.; congenital debility, including icterus and 
sclerema, 1961, or 15°61 per cent.; bronchitis, 1036, or 8:25 per 
cent. ; diarrhoeal diseases, 1161, or 9:24 per cent. ; congenital mal- 
formations, 561, or 4:46 per cent.; convulsions, 530, or 4:22 per 
cent. ; whooping-cough, 341, or 2°71 per cent.; meningitis other 
than tuberculous meningitis, but including  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, 302, or 2°40 per cent. ; measles, 271, or 2°16 per cent. ; 
and syphilis, 192, or 1-53 per cent. Compared with the numbers 
in the previous year, deaths of infants from premature birth, from 
congenital debility, from bronchitis, from diarrhoea, from con- 
genital malformations, from convulsions, from meningitis, from 
pneumonia, and from syphilis, all show an increase, and those from 
whooping-cough a decrease. Children born during the year num- 
bered 186, 546, as against 106,268 in the previous year, and it is 
not surprising to find that the deaths among infants from the 
causes named were more numerous in this than in that year. 
(Table 46.) 

Deaths among infants from all forms of tuberculous disease 
numbered 283 ; 146 being ascribed to tuberculous meningitis, 68 to 
abdominal tuberculosis, 11 to acute miliary tuberculosis, and 1 each 
to acute phthisis, and to tuberculosis of the spine, and 39 others, 
including disseminated tuberculosis. (Page 42.) 

The total deaths of alae from all forms of meningitis, from 
encephalitis, and from ‘convulsions taken collectively was 983. In 
the previous year they numbered 857. They included 146 deaths 
from tuberculous meningitis, 5 from encephalitis, 27 from cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, 275 from other forms of meningitis, and 530 
others. (Pages 42 and 43. ) 

Deaths among children of less than one month old nae 
5421, of which 2352, or 43:4 per cent., were due to premature 
birth; 1196; or 22:1 sperveenin): te congenital debility ; and 373, or 
6-9 per cent., to congenital malformations. These three causes 
collectively numbered 3921, and constituted 72°4 per cent. of the 
total deaths at that age. (Table 45.)

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BPIFTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT: ON THE VACCINATION 
OF CHILDREN IN SCOTLAND. ‘ 


This Report deals more especially with the vaccination of the 
children whose births were registered during the year 1919, and 
who in ordinary course should have been vaccinated in that year 
or in 1920. 

The births of 106,274 living children were registered during the 
year 1919, but of these 8188 died before redching the age of 
statutory vaccination—six months—-and the difference, 98,091, 
represents the number of children to be here accounted for. Of 
these, 56,868, or 58:0 per cent., were vaccinated ; 37,754, or 38°5 
per cent., were unvaccinated ; while the condition as to vaccination 
of 3469, or 3-5 per cent., was unknown. ‘The vaccinated children 
of the year number 7809 more than those of the previous year, and 
the unvaccinated children number 974 more, but the number of 
children unaccounted for as to vaccination number 727 less. The 
percentage which the vaccinated children constitute of the total is 
3°5 in excess of that of the previous year, while the percentage 
constituted by the unvaccinated is 2:4 less, and by those 
unaccounted for 1:2 less. (Tables 50 and 51.) 

The vaccinated children of the year 1919, as above stated, amount 
to 58 per cent. of the children of the year surviving at the time of. 
statutory vaccination, while the remainder, which consists of 
unvaccinated children and of children whose vaccination is 
unknown, amounts to 42 per cent. The percentage constituted by 
the former, though somewhat higher than in 1918, when it was 
54:5, and shghtly higher than in each of the years 1916 and 1917, 
is lower than in all other previous years except 1914, when it was 
56-6. From 1865 to 1883 this percentage was 96 or over, being at 
a maximum of 96-9 in the year 1872; in the years 1884 to 1886, 
and in the year 1888 it was 95 or over ; and in the years 1889 to 1906 
it was between 91:9 and 94:9. In 1907 this proportion fell below 
90; in 1908, below 80; and in 1910, below 70; while the proportion 
for the year 1913 and all subsequent years has been below 60. Con- 
versely the proportion of surviving children known to be unvacci- 
nated or whose vaccination has not been ascertained has oreatly 
increased. From 1865 to 1883 these children constituted less than 
4 per cent. of the total, and from 1884 to 1906 less than 9 per cent.., 
but this percentage in 1907 rose to 16°5, in 1908 to 23-2, in 1910 to 
32:4, and since 1913 has been constantly over 40, attaining a maxi- 
mum of 45:5 in the year 1918. (Table 52.) 

The vaccinated children of the vear included 56,489 in respect 
of whom a certificate of successful vaccination was received, and 
379 in respect of whom no certificates were received, but who were 
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certified as insusceptible of vaccination on account of having been 
previously vaccinated, t.e., vaccinated but not so certified. The 
former number is 7656 in excess of that of the previous year, but 
7912 less than the mean of the numbers of the previous ten years. 
The latter number is 153 in excess of that of the previous year, put 
78 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
(Table 50.) 

The children reported to be unvaccinated during the year num- 
bered 37,754, and include 465 certified as insusceptible to 
vaccination, 35,583 unvaccinated by reason of parental con- 


scientious objection, and 1706 unvaccinated by reason of postpone- | 


ment on medical grounds. (Table 50.) 

Certificates of constitutional insusceptibility numbered 465 ; they 
are 75 fewer than in 1918, and 132 fewer than the mean of the 
numbers of the previous ten years. ‘This number is greater than 
in any of the three years 1915, 1916, and 1917, but compares 
favourably with those of some earlier years—in 1912 they num- 
bered 1454. The percentage which these children reported as 


insusceptible to vaccinia._constitute of the total children surviving | 


at the time of statutory vaccination is 0°5. In the previous year 
this rate was 0:6 per cent., and the mean of the preceding ten years 
was 0°6 per cent. Relatively high rates of insusceptibility are 
reported from the Counties of Kinross (17 per 1000), Haddington 
(12 per 1000), Perth (12 per 1000), and Stirling (10 per 1000). 
In the Counties of Shetland, Clackmannan, and Peebles no reports 
of statutory insusceptibility were received during the year. In the 
principal towns the highest rates of insusceptibility occurred in 
Perth (11 per 1000) and Clydebank (10 per 1000), while in 
Motherwell none were reported, and in Coatbridge, Falkirk, and 
Ayr they amounted to 3 per 1000 or less. In the Parish of Muir- 
avonside no fewer than 9 children out of 182 surviving at the time 
of vaccination were reported constitutionally insusceptible, and in 
Grangemouth Parish, 6 out of 182 were so reported. (Tables 50 
and 51, and pages 1-51.) 

Children exempted from vaccination on account of parental 
conscientious objection numbered 35,583, and constituted 36:3 per 


cent. of the total children alive at the time of statutory vaccination. — 


This number is 2091 more than in the year 1918, and 3114 more 
than the mean of the numbers in the ten preceding years. In two 
previous years, in 1913 and 1914, the number of children 
exempted from vaccination for this reason exceeded those of the 
year under consideraion, being 36,479 and 88,673 respectively. 
The proportion of the total children surviving, exempted for this 
reason, 36°3 per cent., 1s 0-9 less than in the previous year, but 5:7 
more than the mean of the numbers in the preceding ten years. 
This proportion, 36:3 per cent., was only exceeded in “each of the 
years 1917 and 1918, the rate in ‘1917 being 36°6, and in 1918, 37-2. 
In the counties this rate varied from 86-0 per cent. in Shetland, 
56°3 in Orkney, 56:2 in Dumbarton, 54-5 in Forfar, and 52°3 in 
Fife, to 14:1 in Wigtown, 15:3 in Moray, Los im Peebles, 18-4 in 


Aberdeen, and 18-9 in Rancandine In the larger burghs fhe per- 


centage varied from 70:8 in Falkirk, 64°5 in Dundee, 58-2 in Clyde- 
bank, 57-1 in Kilmarnock, and 56: 9 in Greenock, to 11:4 in Aber-

deen, 20-8 in Edinburgh, 23°3 in Ayr, and 28-1 in Glasgow. In 
the previous year the larger burghs in which this rate was highest 
were Falkirk, Dundee, and Clydebank, and those in which it was 
lowest were Aberdeen, Edinburgh, and Ayr. In 18 of the less 
populous registration districts all children surviving at the time of 
statutory vaccination were exempted from this cause. Since the 
passing of the amending Act of 1907 the total number of children 
exempted from vaccination by reason of conscientious objection on 
the part of the parents is 883,632. (Tables 50 and 51 and pages 
1-51.) 

Children whose births were registered during 1919, and who at 
the end of 1920 were still unvaccinated by reason of postponement 
on medical grounds, numbered 1706, and constitute 1:7 per cent. of 
the children surviving at the time of statutory vaccination. Both 
this number and this proportion is less than normal. ‘The number 
is 1042 less than that of the previous year, and 1044 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. The proportion is 1°3 

less than that of the previous year, and 0-9 less than the mean of 
those of the preceding ten years. (Tables 50 and 51.) 

Children whose vaccination was unaccounted for, whether - 
through removal from the district of registration or otherwise, 
numbered 3469, and constitute 3:5 per cent. of the total number 
surviving at the time of statutory vaccination. This number is 
727 less than that of the previous year, and 1876 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. The proportion is 1:2 
less than that of the previous year, and 1°5 less than the mean of 
those of the preceding ten years. The proportion unaccounted for 
is less than that in all years since 1905, but greater than in all years 
1864 to 1905. (Tables 50 and 51.)

ADDITIONAL STATISTICS REGARDING MARRIAGES 
REGISTERED IN SCOTLAND DURING THE YEAR 1919. 


A statement regarding marriages registered in Scotland during 
the year 1919 was incorporated in the Sixty-Fifth Annual Report 
of the Registrar-General, that dealing with the detailed statistics 
of the registered births and deaths of that year, but as full details 
of the registered marriages were not available at the time when the 
Report was prepared, the statement then made is now supple- 
mented by a more detailed one. The statement of marriage 
statistics relative to the year 1919 already published dealt only 
with the numbers registered, and with marriage-rates, while in this 
additional statement facts regarding method of proclamation, the 
church of celebration, the ages and conjugal conditions of those 
marrying and the method of signing the marriage schedules, by 
mark or writing, are included. 

In the Sixty-Fifth Annual Report it was stated that the 


marriages registered in 1919 in all numbered 44,187. By a com-~ 


plete examination of the marriage registers of the year this number 
is found to be 44,060, and the equivalent rate is thus 9:14 per 1000. 

The number of marriages registered in 1919 and the marriage- 
rate of the year are both high, and indeed are the highest vet 
recorded in Scotland. ‘The previous largest number of marriages 
in any one year was that in the year 1915, which was 36,2338, and 
the previous highest marriage- rate was 7: 77, which occurred in 


1873. The marriages of the year numbered 9531, or 27-60 per 


cent. more than in the previous year. They exceed the previous 
largest by 7827, or 21:6 per cent., and the rate exceeds the previous 
maximum—that of 1873—by 1°86, or 23-9 per cent. The 
marriage-rate of the year was 1:97 more than that of the previous 
year, 1-78 more than the mean of those of the five preceding years, 
and 2°00 more than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. 
(Fable) 

Regular and Irregular Marriages.—Of the 44,060 marriages 
registered in Scotland, 35,709, or 81:0 per cent., were regular, 1.é., 
solemnised by a minister of religion after proclamation by banns 
or proclamation by public notice at a registrar’s office, while 8351, 
or 19:0 per cent., were irregular. (Table 13.) 


The number of regular marriages registered during the year was 
7128, or 24-92 per cent. more than in the previous year, 7924 more 
than the mean of the numbers of the five preceding years, and 7153 _ 


more than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. This 18 
the largest number of regular marriages yet recorded in Scotland. 
The “irregular marriages registered during the year numbered 
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2408, or 40°5 per cent. more than in the previous year, 2610 more 
than the mean of the numbers of the five preceding years, and 4240 
more than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. These 
marriages numbered more than in all preceding years, the previous 
maximum being that registered in 1915, which was 7420. In the 
years 1855 to 1870 these marriages numbered less than 100 
annually, and from 1871 to 1889 more than 100 but less than 1000 
annually. In 1890 they numbered, for the first time, more than 
1000 ; in 1902, more than 2000; in 1918, more than 3000; in 1914, 
more than 4000; in 1915, more than 7000; and in 1919, more than 
8000. (Table 9.) 

The percentage which irregular marriages constituted to the total 
registered was 19.0. This is 1-8 more than that of the previous year, 
1-8 more than the mean of the preceding five years, and 6:5 more 
than that of the previous ten years, but is 1:5 less than the per- 
centage in 1915. (Table 10.) 

Of the 8351 irregular marriages, 7760, or 92-9 per cent., were 
registered in one or other of the larger burghs, those with popula- 
tions of over 30,000, while only 591, or 7-1 per cent., were regis- 
tered elsewhere in Scotland, the former number being 2270, or 41°3 
per cent., more than in the previous year, while the latter is 188, 


e or 30°5 per cent., more. 


Of the total irregular marriages, 7355, or 88:1 per cent., were 
registered in the four largest burghs, Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
Dundee, and Aberdeen. The number of marriages in Glasgow 
was 4527, and constituted 34:9 per cent. of the total marriages 
registered there; in Edinburgh they numbered 1791, and consti- 
tuted 38:4 per cent. of the total; in Dundee they numbered 417, 
and constituted 21:2 per cent. of the total; and in Aberdeen they 
numbered 620, and constituted 27-7 per cent. of the total. In 
Perth, Kilmarnock, Falkirk, and Ayr the irregular marriages were 
relatively numerous, constituting 21-1 per cent. of the total regis- 
tered in Ayr, 19:7 in Perth, 17-4 in Falkirk, and 10°9 in Kilmar-

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nock. ‘The counties in which this proportion was high included 
those containing the four largest burghs, and also Moray (Elgin) 
where they constituted 12:7 per cent. of the total, Inverness 12:3, 
and Orkney 15:1. In the counties of Kinross and Peebles no 
irregular marriages were registered during the year, while in the 
counties of Berwick, Dumbarton, Haddington, Nairn, Selkirk, 
Shetland, and Sutherland they numbered 3 or fewer. (Table 13.) 

Of the 8351 irregular marriages, 83840 were registered by Sheriff’ 
warrant, and 11 by extract decree of declarator. (Table 13.) 

Method of Proclamation.—Of the 85,709 regular marriages 
registered during the year, 23,597, or 66°08 per cent., were 
celebrated after proclamation by banns in respect of both persons ; 
11,352, or 31:71 per cent., after proclamation by public notice at a 
registrar’s office in respect of both parties; and 787, or 2°21 per 
cent., after proclamation by banns in respect of one party and by 
public notice in respect of the other. Compared with the number — 
in the previous year, marriages after proclamation by banns in 
respect of both persons numbered 4582, or 24:10 per cent. more;

after banns in respect of one person and public notice in respect of 
the other numbered 892, and constituted 2°37 per cent. In 11 
counties 90 per cent. of the total marriages of the year were cele- 
brated after proclamation of banns, in respect of 7 counties more 
than 80 but less than 90, in 8 counties more than 70 but less than 
80, in 2 counties more than 60 but less than 70, in 2 counties more 
than 50 but less than 60, and in 3 counties less than 50, a minimum 
of 36°7 per cent. occurring in Lanark.

Episcopal Church marriages were relatively most numerous in 
Kincardine, 10-8 per cent. ; in Forfar, 7-2 per cent. ; in Midlothian, 
5°3 per cent. ; in Renfrew, 5-0 per cent. ; in Dumfries, 4°8 per cent. ; 
in Haddington, 4:6; and in Aberdeen, 3-9 per cent. In the counties 
of Kinross, Nairn, and Sutherland no Episcopal Church marriages 
were registered during the year. (Table 14.) 

In all, 51 religious denominations were named in_ the 
marriage registers of the year; in the previous year this number 
was 40, in 1917 it was 388, and in 1916 it was 40. ‘These 51 
denominations include the five churches named above, and 5 others 
in wich more than 100 marriages were celebrated, and 
4 in which more than 50 but less than 100 were cele- 
brated.

Compared with the number in the 
previous year, marriages between bachelors and spinsters are 7984, 
or 27-0 per cent., more; those between bachelors and widows, 875, 
or 48°5 per cent., more ;-between widowers and spinsters, 436, or — 
21:4 per cent., more; and between widowers and widows, 238, or 
20°9 per cent., more. ‘The numbers in each of these four groups 
are larger than in any previous year; the previous largest number 
of marriages between bachelors and spinsters occurred in 1915 and 
was 382,515; that of marriages between bachelors and widows was. 
1804, which occurred in 1918; that of marriages between widowers 
and spinsters was 2432, which occurred in 1876; and that of 
marriages between widowers and widows was 1187, which 
occurred in the previous year. A large increase in the number of

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marriages between widowers and widows was commented on in 
last year’s Report, and, as above-stated, this increase is found to 
have continued ; in 1913, the last year before the war, these mar- 
riages numbered 813, while they now number 1375, which is 69-1 per 
cent. more than that amount. In the ten years 1904 to 1918, the 
decade preceding the declaration of the recent war, the average 
number of widows marrying annually was 1512, 715 marrying 
bachelors, and 737 marrying widowers. The total number of 
widows marrying in the year now in review, 1919, was 4054, or 
fully 24 times the pre-war average, that of widows marrying 
bachelors being 34 times the pre-war average, and that of widows 
marrying widowers being fully 87 per cent. more than the pre-war 
average. (Table 11.) 

Method of Signature.—Of the 88,120 persons married during the 
year, 87,656, or 99:5 per cent., signed the marriage schedules by 
writing, while 464, or 0-5 per cent., did so by mark. Men signing 
by mark numbered 192, and women doing so numbered 272, the 
former being 1, and the latter 31, more than in the previous year. 
In the years 1855 to 1882 more than 5000 persons annually signed 
the marriage registers or schedules by mark; in 1883 this number 
fell below 5000: in 1885, below 4000; in 1888, below 3000 ; in 1898, 
below 2000; in 1908, below 1000; and in 1915, below 500. = In 
1916 this number rose shightly, being dol, but in 1917 fell again 
to 470, and remained below 500 in both the years 1918 and 1919. 
(Tables 11 and 12.) 

Of the 464 persons using the mark, 315 were married in one or other 
of the larger burghs, and 149 elsewhere in Scotland. In the previous 
year these two figures were 304 and 128, and thus both figures in 
this year are greater than those of that year. In 151 instances the 
marriage schedule was signed by the man by mark and by the 
woman by writing. In 231 instances the woman § signed by mark 
and the man by writing, and in 41 instances both spouses signed by 
mark. In the previous year these three numbers were 149, 199, 
and 42. (Table U and Table 16.) 

Of the 464 persons using the mark, 152 were married irregularly, 
117 were married in the Church of Scotland, 115 in the Roman

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Catholic Church, 37 in the United Free Church, 13 in the Episcopal 
Church, 9 in the Congregational Church, 6 in the Free Church, 
and 15 in other churches, 3 of which were in the Jewish Church. 
(Table U.) 

Ages of Persons Marrying.—The average age of all persons 
marrying during the year was 28°50 years, of all men marrying 
29-98, and of all women marrying 27:02. Compared with that of 
the previous year, the average age of all persons marrying was 
0-19 less, of all men 0-27 less, ‘and of all women 0-11 less. (Tables 
17 and 18.)' 

In the larger burghs the average age of all persons marrying was 
28:53 years, and in the rest of Scotland 28-44, the former being 
0-27 and the latter 0-07 less than in the previous year. ~ In the 
larger burghs the average age at marriage of men was 30-02, and of 
women 27:05, while these averages in the rest of Scotland were 
29-91 and 26:97. The average age at marriage of men in the larger 
burghs was 0°34 less than in the previous year, and that of women 
0-27 less; in the rest of Scotland the average age of men at marriage 
was 0-17 less, but that of women was 0-03 more than in the previous 
year. (Tables 17 and 18.) 

The average age of all bachelors marrying was 28°61 years, of 
those marrying spinsters 28°31, and of those marrying widows 
32°81. Compared with the corresponding figures of the previous 
year, the average age of bachelors marrying was 0-1 more, that of 
bachelors marrying spinsters was of the same amount, but that of 
bachelors marrying widows was 2:3 less. (Tables 22 and 23.) 

The average age at marriage of widowers during the year was 
44-2 years, of those marrying spinsters 43:2, and of those marrying 
widows 46:0. In the previous year these three figures were 45-6, 
44-2, and 48-2, and a comparison shows that the average age of all — 
widowers marrying was 1:4 less, of widowers marrying spinsters 
1:0 less, and of widowers marrying widows 2-2 less in this than in | 
the previous year. (Tables 24 and 25.) 

The average age of spinsters at marriage was 26-2 years, of those — 
marrying bachelors 25:7, and of those marrying widowers 34:3. 
All three of these averages are identical with those of the previous 
year. (Tables 22 and 24, ) 

The average age of all widows marrying was 34:9 years, of those 
marrying bachelors 32°1, and of those marrying widowers 40:5. 
In the previous year these three averages were 36:9, 33°6, and 42:1 
respectively, and thus that of all widows marrying was 2:0, of 
widows marrying bachelors 1-5, and of those marrying widowers 
1:6 less than in the previous year. (Tables 23 and 25.) 

The average difference of age between bridegrooms and brides 
was 2-96 years : in the previous year this difference was 3:2 years. 
In marriages between bachelors and spinsters the average difference 
of age was 2°62 years, in marriages between bachelors and widows 
0-72, in marriages between widowers and spinsters 8-92, and in — 
marriages between widowers and widows 5:53. In all marriages — 
of spinsters the average age of the husband exceeded that of the 
wife by 3:0 years, and in all marriages of widows by 2-4. As in 
previous years, the greatest difference of age between persons 
marrying occurred when widowers married spinsters, and the least 
difference when bachelors married widows. (Table W.) .

The youngest bridegrooms of the year were 7 aged 16, 58 aged 
17, 408 aged 18, and 813 aged 19, these collectively numbering 
1286. In the previous year they numbered 1106. Of these bride- 
grooms under 20, all were bachelors, 16 marrying widows, and the 
remaining 1270 marrying spinsters. The oldest bridegrooms of 
the year were 49 aged over 70, and 111 aged over 65 but “under 70. 
Of those over 70, 19 were widowers marrying widows. ‘The actual 
oldest were 1 of 79, 2 of 78, 1 of 77, and 4 of 76, all of whom were 
widowers, and 2 of 75, one of whom was a widower and one a 
bachelor. In the previous year the oldest widower married 
was 84, and the oldest bachelor 75. (Tables 21-25.) 

The youngest brides of the year were 4 aged 15, 70 aged 16, 345 
aged 17, 1301 aged 18, and 2306 aged 19. The oldest brides of the 
year were 2 widows aged 75 and 76, 5 widows aged between 70 and 
75, and 2 spinsters of these ages, 12 widows aged between 65 and 
70, and 8 spinsters of these ages. (Tables 21-25.) 

The difference between the average age of bridegrooms and of 
brides during the year was 2°96 years, but in a considerable 
number of marriages this difference was greatly exceeded. In 3 
instances boys of 18 married women of over 25, and in 4 instances 
men of between 21 and 24 married women of over 40, in 4 instances 
men of between 35 and 44 married girls of 16, in 6 instances men of 
those ages married girls of 17, and in 26 instances men of those ages 
married girls-of 18. In 4 instances men of over 50 married girls of 
19, one of them being a man of over 70 who married a girl of 19. 
(Table 21.) 

In the counties, burghs included, the average age at marriage 
among men ranged from 35:12 years in Nairn, 33°83 in Sutherland, 
30°60 in Argyll, 33°35 in Ross and Cromarty, 32°85 in Shetland, 
32°52 in Inverness, and 32°43 in Bute, to 28°32 in Linhthgow, 28°88 
in Fife, and 28-95 in Clackmannan, while that of women varied 
from 31-55 in. Nari, 29°37 “in Shetland, O9-93 in. Koss’ and 
Cromarty, and 29-26 in Sutherland, to 25:06 in Linlithgow, 26°39 
in Kinross, 26°41 in Stirling, 26-47 in Fife, and 26°51 in Renfrew. 
(Tables 17 and 18.) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the average age of men 
marrying was 30:02, while in the rest of Scotland it was 29°91. In 
the previous year these two averages were 30°36 and 30:08. In the 
larger burghs the average age of women marrying was 27:05, and 
in the rest of Scotland 26-97. In the previous year these two 
averages were 27°24 and 26:94. (Tables 17 and 18.) 

In the larger burghs taken individually the average age of men 
at marriage varied from 31:51 in Perth, 30°83 in Edinburgh, 30-10 
in Glascow, and 29-81 in Aberdeen, to 27-73 in Hamilton, 27-94 
in Motherw ell, 98°61 in Greenock, and 98°72 in Clydebank. In 
Kilmarnock this average was 29-79, in Paisley 29-78, in Dundee 
29-70, in Ayr 29°48, in Falkirk 99-34. in Leith, 29-21, in Coatbridge 
29:17, and in Kirkcaldy 29°14. In the larger burghs the average 
age at marriage of women ranged from 98-26 in Perth, 27°85 in 
Edinburgh, OF - 20 in Ayr, and 2719 in Paisley, to 24:99 in 
Hamilton, 25-43 in Motherwell, 25-78 in Greenock, and 25°97 in 
Coatbridge. In Kirkealdy this rate was 27:11, in Glasgow 27:08, 
in Dundee 27: 02, in Kilmarnock 27-00, in Aberdeen 26: 1, in Leith 
26:59, in Falkirk 26-06, and in Clydebank 26-05. (Tables 17 and

REPORT ON THE WEATHER OVER SCOTLAND FOR 
THE YEAR ENDING 3lsr DECEMBER 1920. 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh. 


This report consists of a description of the weather for each 
month of 1920 and detailed statistics for 76 stations. In preparing 
the descriptive matter additional sources of information have been 
utilized, including numerous rainfall records and meteorological 
returns from The Northern Lighthouses. 


January 1920.—The month was characterised by an abnormally 
low mean pressure ; a slightly high mean temperature, with a mean 
daily range practically equal to the normal; a high mean rainfall, 
and a large excess of south-westerly winds.* 

Pressure conditions were of a very disturbed type, with an 
Icelandic ‘‘ low ’’ in control and various disturbances crossing our 
Islands, and between 5th and 14th there were unusually large 
and rapid fluctuations of pressure. At Leith, at sea-level, pressure 
was above 30 in. only from 4th to 6th, on 14th, and on 16th, the 
extremes at that place being 30°68 in. on morning of 5th and 
28°40 in. on evening of 11th. The large range of pressure for the 
month has rarely been equalled. g 

Comparatively cold weather during the first ten days or so (14° 
at Braemar on 8rd) was followed by decidedly mild conditions 
around the middle of the month, with highest readings on 16th or 
17th (58° at Leith on 17th). Thereafter temperature was on 
most days fully. equal to the normal, though now and then below it. 
It is noteworthy that the mean for the month was in most districts 
practically the same as that for December 1919, and that both were 
much above the mean for November 1919. | 

Many districts had little or no rain until 7th, when some heavy 
falls occurred (3:05 in. at Killin), and from 7th to the end of the 
month rain fell on every day at many places in west and north-— 
west, often very heavily. In east and north-east, on the other 
hand, there were many fine days, and at Edinburgh the aggregate 
was largely accounted for on 7th, between 10th and 13th, on 23rd, 
24th, and 38lst. Towards north-east the month’s rainfall was 
deficient, but in general there was a well-marked excess, amounting 
fo at least 60 per cent. at e.g. Stornoway, . Fort-William, ”

“ 
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Poltalloch, and Dumfries. At Fort-William (15°86 in.) there was 
a fall of 3°71 in. on 16th, or considerably more than twice the rain- 
fall at Gordon Castle for the entire month; and at Ardtornish and 
Kallin more than 2 in. on 25th. For Scotland as a whole the mean 
rainfall represented 142 per cent. of the normal, as compared with 
150 per cent. for England and Wales, and 151 per cent. for Ireland. 

There was much stormy weather, especially on Ist, 7th, and 
8th, from 15th to 17th, and during the last week, the wind in 
squalls often reaching a high velocity. About 7th exceptionally 
high tides occurred. The heavy rains caused flooding in places ; 
and on 17th landslides blocked the railway and roads in Glen More. 
For midwinter snow was unimportant. 

Hail was frequent, and thunderstorms occurred in south-west on 
9th, in north-west on 11th, at places on 21st, 25th, or 27th, and 
rather widely on afternoon of 31st, with heavy hail. 

Very cloudy periods alternated with short sunny ones, and in 
general sunshine aggregates were above the normal. 

Aurora was observed at Aberdeen on 9th, 11th, and 17th; and in 
Shetland on 17th, 19th, and 20th. 


February 1920.—The month was characterised by a somewhat 
high mean pressure ; an abnormally high mean temperature, with a 
mean daily range practically equal to the normal; an abnormally 
high mean rainfall; and a large excess of south-westerly winds. 

Until 18th a stormy south-westerly type of pressure distribution 
prevailed, such as had been in evidence more or less continuously 
for several weeks; but on 18th-19th a small and ill-defined disturb- 
ance passed eastwards over our Islands with north-easterly winds 
in its rear. Later conditions were somewhat quieter. At Leith, 
at sea-level, pressure was above 80 in. from 4th to 8th, on 12th, 
from 19th to 24th, and on 28th, the extremes at that place being 
30°60 in. on morning of 5th and 29-25 in. on morning of 11th. 

The weather was for the most part mild to very mild, and the 
only touches of real cold occurred around 14th and between 18th 
and 20th. At some places on 19th the maximum temperature was 
almost 20° below that for the preceding day. At the end of the 
month day temperatures were unusually high, 62° at Smeaton and 
61° at Leith (Starbank Park) on 29th, these being the highest 


_ readings recorded in Scotland during the month of February since 


1897. The lowest reading reported was 21° at Logie Coldstone 
and West Linton on 21st, and at Eskdalemuir on 28th. It is 
noteworthy that the mean for the month, as had been the case for 
the two preceding months, was much above that for the abnormally 
cold November of 1919; and that, as on previous occasions during 


the last sixty years at any rate, great cold in November has been 


followed by a prolonged spell of weather for the most part mild. 
On Ist and 2nd there were heavy rains in north-west and west, 
with an ageregate of 6:90 in. for the two days at Glen Etive; and 


between 7th and 18th conditions were very disturbed, with 2-95 in. 
at Greenock on 9th, when heavy falls were general. and at Kinloch- 
~ quoich in the West Highlands 6:28 in. on 9th and 2°48 in. on 12th. 


On 28th and 29th there were some moderate to fairly heavy falls, 


1:90 in. at Killin on 29th. Aggregates for the month showed a 
very wide range both as regards absolute amounts and their relation 
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to the normal.. Thus Aberdeen had only 1:04 in. for the entire 
month, but Kinlochquoich 27-44 in. Again much of the north- 
eastern area had a rainfall below the normal, whilst very generally 
towards the north-west the month was the wettest February on 
record, with as much as 258 per cent. of the normal at Fort- 
William. Western districts had as a rule a large excess, whilst 
elsewhere variations from the normal were not specially note- 
worthy. For Scotland as a whole the mean rainfall represented 
164 per cent. of the normal, as compared with 77 per cent. for 
England and Wales and 89 per cent. for Ireland. 

Much stormy weather was experienced during the first half of 
the month, especially from Ist to 8rd, from 9th to 18th, and in 
Orkney on 15th. The heavy rains caused flooding in many 
districts. There was some snow around llth, 14th, and 
19th, and at one or two places towards the north on 26th and 27th. 

Thunderstorms occurred in Orkney on 38rd, 4th, 10th, 11th, and 
12th, and at Glasgow early on Ist. 

Sunshine aggregates were above the normal, especially towards 
the north-east, but in the west shehtly below. There were some 
very sunny days, as much as 9 hours at Eskdalemuir on both 21st 
and 27th. 

Aurora was observed at Baltasound on 14th and 26th, in Orkney 
on 15th, 23rd, 26th, and 27th, and at Aberdeen on 24th and 26th. 


March 1920.—The month was characterised by a rather low 
mean pressure; a decidedly high mean temperature, with a low 
mean daily range; a somewhat high mean rainfall; and an excess 
of south-westerly winds. 

Pressure distribution was again for the most part of the south- 
westerly type which had been so much in evidence since the great 
cold of November 1919, but with considerable fluctuations and 
variable winds on 6th-7th, on 11th-12th, and on 14th-15th, when a 
deep depression crossed the Midlands of England. At Leith, at 
sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. from 2nd to 4th, from 8th to — 
11th, and from 19th to 22nd; and the extremes at that place were 
30°42 in. on night of 2nd and 28°79 in. on morning of 15th. 

The first few days were very mild, but on night of 6th, with a 
shift of the wind to the north, there was a sharp fall of temperature, 
with wintry conditions until 9th or 10th. Later, rather low 
readings around 15th were followed by a decided recovery, with — 
maxima as a rule on 17th, 20th, or 22nd. The mean for the month 
was everywhere above the normal and the highest for March since 
1912; the nights were for the most part unusually mild; and the 
extreme range of temperature (63° at Crathes on 22nd and 19° at 
Leadhills on 9th) was moderate for the month of March. In the 
west maxima were very moderate, only 51° at Glasgow and 
Greenock. | 

There were moderately heavy falls towards south-east on 1st, 
and heavy rains towards north-west from 2nd to 5th, with 
generally unsettled conditions in that region until 19th and at 
Kinlochquoich as much as 3-92 in. on 2nd, 2:99 in. on 3rd, and 
3°38 in. on 17th. From 23rd to 30th rain was general; there were 
some widespread heavy falls, more particularly on 26th and 27th; 
and in various districts more than half the month’s rainfall was 
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accounted for during that period. Earlier in the month there had 
been in many parts of the country considerable spells of fair to fine 
weather. Here and there over limited areas in east and north-east 
ageregates were slightly below the normal, but in general there 
was a well-defined excess, amounting to about 50 per cent. at 
Braemar, Rothesay, and Dumfries, and to fully 60 per cent. at 
Glenquoich and Wolfelee. In parts of the West Highlands 
amounts were less than in 1918, but at Glenquoich (15:76 in.) a 
wetter March has occurred during the last 50 years only in 1903 
(20:99 in.). At Kinlochquoich the aggregate was 20°58 in. Tor 
Scotland as a whole the mean rainfall represented 137 per cent. of 
the normal, as compared with 150 per cent. for England and Wales 
and 129 per cent for Ireland. 

The weather was at times stormy, especially early in the month, 
and around 12th, 17th, and 26th. Snowfalls between 6th and 8th 
were rather heavy locally, though some districts had none; whilst 
falls around 14th were more general, though heavy only in hilly 
districts. Sleet fell on one or two later days, and there was con- 
siderable flooding towards the end of the month. 

Thunderstorms occurred here and there on 23rd; rather widely 
on 26th; and at places early on 31st. 

There were a few rather sunny days, but aggregates were mostly 
deficient, though fully equal to the normal towards the north-east. 
Fog occurred during the last day or two. 

Aurora was observed in Shetland on 8rd, 13th, 16th, 22nd, and 
23rd; in Orkney on 14th, 22nd, 23rd, and 24th; and at Aberdeen 
on 4th and 22nd. 


April 1920.—The month was characterised by an abnormally low 
mean pressure; a slightly low mean temperature, with an abnor- 
mally low mean daily range; a mean rainfall equal to the normal; 
and an excess of north-westerly winds. 

Various primary or secondary depressions passed eastwards over 
our Islands, most of them across the southern half of England, 
with frequent winds over the Scottish area from between north- 
west and east. The mean pressure of the month was lower than 
in any April for the last fifty years; at Leith, at sea-level, readings 
reached 30 in. only on 23rd; and the extremes there were 30:12 in. 
on 23rd and 28°98 in. on 16th. 

The south-westerly type of conditions which had been dominant 
since the beginning of the year was but little in evidence, and there 
were few warm days. From 8th to 11th with easterly winds, and 
towards the end of the month with north-westerly winds, 
the weather was decidedly cold. Highest readings occurred 
generally on 24th (63° at Crathes) , and were very moder ate for 
April; and lowest readings on 8th or 9th (22° at Eskdalemuir on 
8th). On the mean of the month day temperatures were decidedly 
below the normal, but the nights, which were in general cloudy, 
were above the normal. This combination of cold days and mild 
nights resulted in an abnormally low mean daily range ot 
oe lowest, indeed, on record for the month of 

pril 

Rain was general in the east during the first few days, and at 
Edinburgh more than half the agoregate was accounted for 
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between Ist and 3rd; towards the middle of the month conditions 
were generally unsettled ; and near the end there were moderately 
heavy falls in northern districts. ‘‘ Rain days’’ were in some 
districts rather numerous, but on many of them amounts were 
nominal; towards north-west especially there was much fine 
weather; and in north-west and west for the most part the month 
was decidedly dry. Towards north-east and south-east and in 
south there was a fairly well-defined though moderate excess. For 
Scotland as a whole the mean rainfall represented exactly the 
normal (100 per cent.) , as compared with as much as 204 per cent. 
for England and Wales and 146 per cent. for Ireland. 

Wind force was as a rule moderate, though rather high towards 
the end of the month, and there was some snow and hail around 
9th and during the last few days. } 

Thunder or thunderstorms occurred at Rothesay on 5th; at 
Baltasound on 9th; here and there on 19th and 20th; in the 
Lothians on 27th; and at Dumfries on 28th. ! 

The month was decidedly cloudy, with fog at times, and sun- 
shine amounts were much below the normal, though good during 
the last few days. 

Aurora was observed in Shetland on 4th and 17th; in Orkney on 
9th, 17th, 21st; at Glasgow on 16th; and at Arbroath on 29th. 


May 1920.—The month was characterised by a rather low mean 
pressure; a slightly high mean temperature, with a low mean 
daily range; an abnormally high mean rainfall; and an excess of 
south-westerly winds. 

Pressure distribution was on the whole somewhat variable in 
type, deep ‘‘ lows’’ moving on a north-easterly track on 2nd and on 
12th, but after the middle of the month anticyclonic conditions 
were at times in evidence, especially in eastern districis. At 
Leith, at sea-level, readings were above 80 in. on 4th and 5th, from 
9th to llth, on 14th and 15th, and from 20th to 26th ;.and the 
extremes at that place were 30°26 in. on morning of 28rd and 
29:02 in. on evening of 18th. 

Temperature was low at the beginning of the month (22° at 
Eskdalemuir on Ist) ; rather variable during the second and third 
weeks; and high during the fourth week, with maxima between 
23rd and 26th (79° at Turnberry and Colmonell on 25th and at 
Ardtornish on 26th). Nearly everywhere the mean of the month 
was somewhat above the normal, though much below that for May 
1918 or May 1919. Any temperature excess was due mainly to the - 
mildness of the nights, and the mean daily range was again below 
the normal, though less notably so than in April. 

From Ist to 8th rain fell on every day in nearly all except some 
eastern districts, and on 1st and 5th there were some heavy falls; 
around 12th and 17th conditions were again very disturbed ; on 21st 
heavy falls occurred in west (1:15 in. at Greenock), and on 27th — 
Aberdeen had as much as 1.40 in., or more than one-third of the 
month’s rainfall, and Marchmont fully 1 in. Aggregates were 
below the normal in the Spey valley and along the southern fringe 
of the Moray Firth, but in most districts there was a well-defined 
excess, and this was very large in west and south. At Rothesay 
(6-97 in., or 230 per cent. of the normal) the month was the wettest — 
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May for at least 120 years; and at some places, e.g., Aberdeen and 
Cargen, a wetter May has been experienced during the last fifty 
years only in 1906. For Scotland as a whole the mean rainfall 
represented as much as-164 per cent. of the normal, as compared 
with 117 per cent. for England and Wales and 145 per cent. for 
Treland. 

A gale was general on 18th, with a noteworthy sandstorm on 
the southern shores of the Moray Firth. 

Thunderstorms occurred at one or two points on 6th, 9th, 18th, 
2BOth, and 27th. 

In eastern districts sunshine aggregates were above the normal, 
though from 26th to 29th fog and mist were experienced along the 
coast. In west the month was on the whole cloudy, though there 
were a few very sunny days. 

Aurora was observed at Deerness on 2nd, and at Aberdeen and 
Eskdalemuir on 138th. 


June 1920.—The month was characterised by a slightly high 
mean pressure; a mean temperature practically equal to the 
normal, with a slightly low mean daily range; a low mean rainfall ; 
and a considerable excess of easterly winds. ) 
From 3rd to 20th conditions were dominated by a high-pressure 
system to the north of Scotland, or partly covering our area, but 
thereafter conditions were in general of an unstable type. At 
Leith, at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. from Ist to 10th, 14th 
to 17th, 22nd to 24th, and on 26th; and the extremes at that place 
were 30°29 in. on morning of 4th, and 29-56 in. on morning of 30th. 
‘Temperature was rather low to moderate during the earlier part 
of the month; whilst towards the end there was considerable 
variability, with a drift of cold air from north on 27th. Around the 
third week there was a spell of very sunny weather, with the heat of 
the sun moderated by a hght easterly wind, and temperature at that 
time was decidedly above the normal, conspicuously so in west and 
south. The extreme range was large,—from 81° at Nairn on 18th 
to 27° at Braemar on 5th. 
There were fairly heavy rains in the Moray Firth area on Ist and 
2nd,—at Banff nearly the whole of the month’s small total was 
accounted for on these two days; light rain here and there on 3rd; 
and on the 11th as much as 1 in. at Whithorn. But over the great 
part of Scotland there was no rain of importance until 18th, and at 
Grantown hardly any worth noting except on 27th, when rain was 
general over Scotland, with heavy falls in the west,—as much as 

1:72 in. at Kilmarnock. Aggregates were above the normal in 
Ayrshire and in Bute, but in general there was a shortage, moderate 
in west and south but notable in various northern and eastern 
districts. At, e.g., Stornoway, Grantown, Balmoral, and March- 
mont (Berwickshire) amounts were only one-third or less of the 
“normal ; and at Grantown (0:51 in.) a drier June has occurred during 
‘the last forty years only in 1887 and 1889. At Edinburgh about 
half the month’s rainfall was accounted for on 27th. For Seotland 
as a whole the mean rainfall represented 65 per cent. of the normal, 
as compared with 99 per cent. for England and Wales and 78 per 
cent. for Ireland. | 
Wind force was in general very moderate. 
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Thunderstorms occurred in south-west on 12th; in west and 
south on 13th and 17th; and somewhat widely on 18th. No 
thunder was reported from northern or north-eastern districts. 
Sunshine aggregates were much above the normal, especially 
towards the north, ‘and the period from about 12th to 19th was 
brilliantly fine. At Deerness (Orkney) the aggregate (233 hours) 
was the largest in June for 40 years, but more than half of 1t was 
accounted for between 12th and 19th. 
During the third week destructive forest fires occurred in the 
valleys of the Dee and Spey and in some other northern districts. 


July 1920.—The month was characterised by a decidedly low 
mean pressure; an abnormally low mean temperature, with an 
abnormally low mean daily range; a slightly high mean rainfall ; 
and an excess of south-westerly winds. 

Conditions were of a persistently unstable stype, and there were 
but few days on which pressure reached the normal. At Leith, at 
sea-level, readings were above 30 in. only on 4th and 19th; and the 
extremes at that place were 30-20 in. on morning of 4th and 29°39 
in. on morning of 28rd. : : 

The month was marked by an almost entire absence of seasonable 
warmth, especially during the first two weeks or so; judged by its 
mean temperature it was the coldest July since 1902; and during 
the last sixty years an appreciably colder July has occurred in 
Scotland only in 1888. The nights, indeed, with cloudy skies 
restricting terrestrial radiation, often approached a normal tem- 
perature, but the days were for the most part very cold and only 
two or three stations reached 70°. Lowest readings occurred 
very generally on 4th or 7th (80° at Braemar on 7th) ; and highest, 
around 5th and 20th. The absolute maximum was 72° at Paisley 
(on 4th and 5th), and during the last sixty years at any rate the 
thermometer has always reached some higher level in Scotland in 
the month of July. The low mean daily range was a notable 
feature of the month, and the mean temperature hardly showed any 
advance on that for June,—a very rare occurrence. } 

Except towards the north rain was general on Ist and 2nd,— 
as much as 1:54 in. at Leith on 2nd, or considerably more than had 
fallen at that place during the entire month of June; and from 5th 
onwards there were many “‘rain days’’ in nearly all districts, 
though on some of them amounts were small. There were con- 
siderable falls towards the north-east on 5th and 6th, somewhat 
generally around 9th, and towards north-west on 14th. On one of 
two days in various districts, and on 26th in the west, there were 
somewhat intense falls of short duration during thunderstorms. 
Relatively to the normal, aggregates varied greatly. Thus, in the 
extreme north and in parts of some eastern counties there was & 
shortage, but elsewhere an excess of varying amount,—about 50 
per cent. in the Edinburgh area and at, e.g., Cargen, near 
Dumfries. In the wetter areas the month was more notable for 
persistence of precipitation than for heavy individual falls. For 
Scotland as a whole the mean rainfall represented 104 per cent. of 
the normal, as compared with as much as 170 per cent. for England 
and Wales and 153 per cent. for Ireland. 

Wind force was in general very moderate. 
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Thunderstorms occurred in the Border counties on 2nd; rather 
widely on 8th and 9th; in Orkney on 15th; towards south-east on 
18th; and in west and south on 26th. No thunder was reported 
from north-eastern districts. 

The month was cloudy or very cloudy except in the far north. 
In various districts sunshine aggregates were hardly more than half 
of those recorded in June. 


August 1920.—The month was characterised by an abnormally 
high mean pressure; a low mean temperature, with a low mean 
daily range ; a somewhat low mean rainfall; and an excess of north- 
westerly ‘winds. 

During the first three weeks pressure distribution was rather 
unstable, though fluctuations were moderate, and on 17th to 18th 
a depression of moderate depth, but accompanied by excessive rain- 
fall, moved from the north of Ireland slowly on an easterly track. 
Towards the end of the month anticyclonic conditions prevailed. 
The mean pressure was unusually high; at Leith, at sea-level, 
readings were above 30 in. on 7th, from L0th to 16th, and from 20th 
to 31st : ; and the extremes at that place were 30°52 in. on evening of 
28th and 29°35 m. on morning of 5th. 

Temperature was very low during the first week, and moderate 
during the second; whilst the passage of the depression of 17th- 
18th was followed by a shift of the wind to the north and a rapid 
fall of temperature. Thus at Aberdeen the maximum on 16th was 
74°, but on 17th only 52°. In general there were but few warm 
days, and the month was the coldest August since 1912. Tem- 
perature ranged from 76° at Crathes on 16th to 31° at Braemar on 
26th. It is noteworthy that at various places the mean temperature 
was practically the same for June, July, and August. 

From Ist to 5th rain was more or less general, with more than 
1 in. at places in west and south on 4th. On 8th there were very 
heavy falls within a short period on the Pentland Hills—as much 
as 2°15 in. within three hours at Cockburn Hill, on the north- 
eastern slopes of that range—and on the 9th heavy local thunder 

‘rains occurred. A short spell of fine weather followed, but on 16th 
heavy rain fell in the north-west, and on 17th abnormally heavy 
“falls were experienced over wide areas to the south of the 
Grampians. Cockburn Hill registered 3-78 in. within 24 hours; 
; Paisley, Edinburgh, and West Linton fully 3 in.; and various 
‘places at least 2 in. In extreme south-west and south amounts 
were comparatively small. This notable rainstorm was followed 
by dry weather in most districts until late on 31st, when conditions 
“once more became unsettled. Relatively to the normal the number 
of ‘‘rain days’’ was small and aggregates varied greatly. The 
Forth-Clyde belt showed a consider “able excess ; but elsewhere, ¢.¢., 
t ‘Kirkwall, had only 41 per cent., Aberdeen 73, and Dumfries 82 per 
“cent. of the normal. For Scotland as a whole the mean rainfall 
‘Tepresented 85 per cent. of the normal, as compared with 59 per 
~cent. for England and Wales and 62 per cent. for Ireland. 
Wind force was in general very moderate. 
Thunderstorms occurred locally on 2nd, with destructive results 
at points in north-east; on 38rd and on Oth, Disastrous flooding 
occurred in the Lothians and Peeblesshire on the 8th and 9th, 
and very widely on 17th and 18th. 
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Sunshine amounts were in general below the normal. — 

An aurora was observed at Eskdalemuir on 16th and in Orkney 
on 22nd. ) 

September 1920.—The month was characterised by a mean 
pressure slightly below the normal; a mean temperature all but 
equal to the normal, with a rather low mean daily range; a some- 
what low mean rainfall; and an excess of winds from south-east or 
south. 3 | 

Until 20th pressure distribution was at times of a rather unstable 
type, especially around 17th, when a ‘‘ low ’’ crossed the south of 


Scotland on a due easterly track; but thereafter more settled 
conditions were general. At Leith, at sea-level, readings were 
above 30 in. from 21st to 26th, on 28th and 29th, and on various 
earlier days; and the extremes at that place were 30°39 in. .on 
morning of 22nd and 29.33 in. on evening of 18th. ! 

During the first two weeks or so temperature was for the most 
part moderate to low, though fairly high around the 8th and 13th; 
whilst the depression of 17th was followed by northerly winds for a 
day or two and very cold weather until 22nd. ‘Thereafter theré 
was a notable recovery of temperature, with warm days and mild 
nights until the end of the month. Readings ranged from 72° at 
Smeaton and Kelso on 28th to 27° at Braemar on 22nd. 

Rain was more or less general from 1st to 8rd; on 9th rather 
heavy falls occurred in west and north; and from 14th to 18th 
conditions were very unsettled, with fairly heavy falls on 17th, and 
at Gordon Castle as much as 1:76 in. on 18th. Over considerable 
areas towards north-west rain was registered on every day from Ist 
to 20th, though on several days the actual amounts were small. 
From 21st until the evening of the 30th all but rainless weather was 
experienced in east and south ; whilst elsewhere there was but little 
rain except towards north-west. Relatively to the normal the 
distribution was irregular,—the Moray Firth area and somé 
isolated districts having a moderate excess, but the greater part of 
Scotland a fairly well-defined shortage. ‘Thus Gordon Castle had 
120 per cent., but Crieff only 50-per cent. of the normal. Far 
Scotland as a whole the mean rainfall represented 87 per cent. of 
the normal, as compared with 95 per cent. for England and Wales 
and 85 per cent. for Ireland. 

Wind force was high on 4th, with a gale in some districts. 

Thunderstorms occurred at one or two points on 14th or 16th; 
and somewhat widely on 18th. 

Sunshine amounts varied ,—thus Aberdeen (102 hours) was con- 
siderably below the normal and averaged 1 hour per day less than: 
Kdinburgh (182 hours), where there was an appreciable excess. — 

Aurora was observed at Aberdeen on 8th, 10th, 13th, 20th, and 
22nd; in Orkney on 13th and 16th; at Fort-William on 13th amd 
21st; and at Eskdalemuir on 9th, 10th, 22nd, and 23rd. 








October 1920.—The month was characterised by a high mean 
pressure ; a high mean temperature, with an extremely low mean 
daily range ; a very low mean rainfall ; and a large excess of easterly 
and south-easterly winds. . | 

Conditions were for the most part dominated by a high-pressure 
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system over, or near to, Scandinavia; but at the beginning and 
again at the end of the month a rather complex pressure distribu- 
tion was in evidence. ‘There was a complete inversion of the 
normal south-westerly gradient over our Islands, and pressure in 
Shetland was considerably higher than that in Jersey. At Leith, 
at sea-level, readings were above 80 in. from 8th to 18th, from 17th 
to 20th, and from 28rd to 29th ; and the extremes at that place were 
30°45 in. on evening of 24th and 29-27 in. on morning of 31st. 

During the greater part of the month temperature was decidedly 
above the normal, though rather low for a day or two around 17th, 
and the mildness of the nights during the first week was note- 
worthy. On 27th, with an incursion of fog, there was a sharp fall 
of temperature, especially in the Forth and Clyde areas, and the 
last few nights of the month were nearly everywhere rather cold, 
though in some districts the days still remained warm. Highest 
readings occurred very generally from 7th to 10th, but here and 
there on 22nd and 28rd, and temperature ranged irom: VL at 
Inverness on 4th and at Kilmarnock on 9th to 19° at Braemar on 
26th and at West Linton on 28th. The mean daily range of the 
month was abnormally low, as had been the case during various 
periods of the year, especially in April and in June. 

Very unsettled conditions were general during the first few days, 
with exceptionally heavy rain in hilly districts towards north-east. 
Thus Lednathie had more than 2 in. on Ist and again on 4th, and 
Braemar a total of 4:32 in. from 1st to 5th. From 7th onwards 
there was a prolonged dry spell in most districts, broken here and 
there by moderate falls around 15th or 20th. On 30th heavy rains 
spread from Ireland to some western districts of Scotland, and 
Gruline (Mull) had as much as 3:05 in. within twelve hours, and 
on 3lst there were again some rather heavy falls; elsewhere only 
slight or moderate rain was experienced. In extreme south-west 
and in the hilly regions of Aberdeenshire, Kincardineshire, and 
Forfarshire, aggregates were above the normal, but elsewhere there 
was a decided deficiency, especially towards north- west, where the 
month was notably dry. Thus at Glencarron the total of 1°32 in. 
was only 16 per cent. of the normal, and the smallest on record for 
the month of October. For Scotland as a whole the mean rainfall 
represented 67 per cent. of the normal, as compared with 58 per 
cent. for England and Wales and 127 per cent. for Ireland. 

Easterly cales were experienced during the first three or four 
days, anda south- easterly to southerly oale on 80th and 31st. 

Thunderstorms occurred locally in the west on 4th. 

_As a result of the heavy rains at the beginning of the month 
disastrous flooding occurred in many districts, more particularly in 
Aberdeenshire, where at some points the rivers are reported to have 
risen to as high a level as in the ** Moray Floods ’’ of August 1829. 
These historic floods, however, and also those of September TOL, 
affected a very much wider area. 

Sunshine ageregates differed little from the normal. During the 
last week dense fogs occurred in the Forth and Clyde areas, whilst 
towards the north brilliant sunshine was experienced. 

Aurora was observed in Orkney and at Aberdeen on 16th; at 
Baltasound and at various points as far south as Eskdalemuir on 
17th; and in Orkney and at Banff on 26th. 
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November 1920.—The eee was characterised by a somewhat 
high mean pressure; an abnormally high mean temperature, with 
an : extremely low mean daily range; a slightly high mean rainfall ; 
and a large excess of winds from a southerly quarter. 

About 7th Atlantic disturbances had begun to affect the west and 
north, and for several days from 12th onwards a depression which 
moved eastwards across the Faroes caused very stormy weather in 
all districts. Otherwise, and more especially in east and south, » 
anticyclonic conditions were much in evidence. At Leith, at sea- 
level, readings were above 30 in. from 5th to 9th, on 11th, and from 
17th to 24th; and the extremes at that place were 30: ‘42 in. on 
22nd and 28-97 in. on 15th. 

The month was on the whole extremely mild, and during the last 
sixty years in Scotland November has had a higher mean tem- 
perature only in 1897 and 1899. The only really cold weather 
occurred from 22nd to 24th; on 22nd, with a dense fog, tempera-— 
ture at Leith did not rise above 37°; and at Balmoral on 24th the- 
minimum was 15°. Highest readings occurred generally around 
Oth, « 14th. or, 20th, He 63° at Ardtornish on 15th. Almost) 
throughout the month, and notably during the first week, 
temperature, especially by night, was much higher in Scotland 
than in many parts of England. Thus at Edinburgh ground frost_ 
occurred on only 3 nights, but at Kew Observatory (Richmond) 
on as many as 16 nights. The mean daily range was the lowest 
on record for November. 

In many districts in west and north rain fell on every day from” 
Ath to 19th, elsewhere but little until 12th. From 12th to 14th or 
15th wet or very wet weather was general,—with about 13 in. at 
Greenock on 12th, and at Tnvergarry a four- days’ total of about — 
7 in. Thereafter there was little or no rain until 25th or 26th, 
when unsettled conditions again set in, with heavy falls on 27th, / 
1-32 in. at Rothesay. In eastern and southern districts ageregates: 
were below the normal, decidedly so in north-east and south-east ; 
and in west and north there was a slight to fairly well-marked 
excess. Within the dry area, at e.g., Edinburgh, about three@ 
quarters of the ageregate was accounted for between 12th and 15th. 
For Scotland as a whole the mean rainfall represented 106 per 
cent. of the normal, as compared with only 49 per cent. for England 
and Wales, but 110 per cent. for Ireland. 

The period from 12th to 15th was exceptionally stormy. In 
various districts trees were uprooted, and in some much structural 
damage was done. The gale blew from a southerly point,. and 
appears to have reached its greatest violence in Orkney, Shetland, 
and the Western Islands. At Baltasound (Shetland) winds 
reached gale force on 12 days during the month. q 

From 13th to 15th thunderstorms and hail occurred in some. 
districts. 

Sunshine aggregates were in general slightly below the ona 
Dense fog was experienced in the Forth and Clyde areas on 22nd ] 
and 23rd. 

Aurora was observed at Baltasound on 5th and 16th; in Orkney 
ae ap Aberdeen on 5th and 15th; and at Eskdalemuir on 5th 
an t 
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December 1920.—The month was characterised by a very high 
mean pressure; a mean temperature all but equal to the normal, 
with a slightly low mean daily range; a mean rainfall practically 
equal to the normal; and an excess of winds from south-east. 

A deep depression crossed the south of Scotland on the 3rd, and 
at various later times, especially from 18th to 22nd, conditions were 
somewhat unsettled. ‘he mean pressure of the month was much 
above the normal, especially in the far north, whilst over the 
Hinglish Channel there was a slight deficiency. At Leith, at sea- 
level, readings were above 30 in. continuously from 4th to 19th, 
and the extremes at that place were 30°63 in. on 5th and 28-74 in. 
at midnight of 21st. 

After mild weather until 4th or 5th there was a fairly steady fall 
of temperature until evening of 24th, when unusually mild 
conditions again set in, with highest readings very generally on 
25th and 26th (56° at Fort-Wilham). The cold was not specially 
severe for midwinter (11° at West Linton on 18th, and at Braemar 
on 23rd), and much more wintry weather occurred in the south of 
England than anywhere in Scotland. For the week ending 18th, 
when Scotland lay to the north of an anticyclonic ridge which 
stretched down from Scandinavia over England and Ireland, tem- 
perature contrasts were extraordinary. Thus in the far north the 
mean for the week was well above the normal, whilst going south- 
wards there was a steadily increasing deficiency ; and for that week 
we have the following means and differences from the normal :— 
Lerwick 42°°1 (+1°°8); Edinburgh 34°-5 (—4°-7) ; York 33°-4 
(—6°:1) ; London (Richmond) 319-4 (—9°°9). 

Rain was general from 1st to 38rd, with rather heavy falls in west 
on Ist (2°15 in. at Gruline, in Mull), and in north-east on 3rd; and 
conditions were unsettled from 19th or 20th onwards, with rather 
heavy falls in south on 29th. From 4th to 19th various places had 
hardly any precipitation, e.g., Gordon Castle and Killin, though 
rain occurred in west and south on 8th or 9th (12 in. at Ford in 12 
hours on 9th), and rain, snow or sleet somewhat widely around 
12th. In eastern districts generally there was a slight to decided 
excess ; but in west and north a shortage, most marked around the 
Moray Firth, where Gordon Castle and Nairn had only half the 
normal. Tor Scotland as a whole the mean rainfall represented 91 
per cent. of the normal, as compared with 101 per cent. for England 
and Wales and 97 per cent. for Ireland. 

The weather was very stormy on 3rd and 4th and around 21st. 
Conditions were rather wintry around 12th and 18th, with some 
snow or sleet; but no general snowstorm occurred in Scotland. 

- Sunshine aggregates were deficient in the far north, but fairly 
good elsewhere. Fog occurred at times,—in the Glasgow area 
more particularly on 6th and 18th. 

Aurora was widely observed on 4th; at Baltasound (Shetland) on 
2nd, 4th, 8th, 9th, and 15th.

NOTES ON STATISTICAL TABLES, 1920. 


The “‘ Height of Station ’’ is that of the cistern of the Barometer 
above Mean Sea-Level, or, where no barometer is in use, the height 
of the rain-gauge above Mean Sea-Level. 

It is to be noted that the observations of pressure have not been 
adjusted to mean sea-level or Lat. 45°, but are at the heights and 
latitudes of the various stations. 

The Air Temperatures are from standard thermometers exposed 
in the regulation ‘‘ Stevenson Screen,’’ or in a screen closely 
approaching the regulation pattern. 

The averages for Temperature and Rainfall referred to in the 
statistics for individual stations are in general for the 35-year period 
1881-1915. For stations at which the available observations do 
not cover the entire 35-year period, averages have been adjusted by 
comparison with neighbouring stations. The Sunshine averages 
are also for the 35-year period 1881-1915, or have been adjusted to 
that period. 

The amount of cloud is estimated on a scale of 0-10, and a day is 
reckoned as a day of ‘‘ clear sky ’’ if the average of the estimates at 
the hours of observation is less than 2, and as an “ overcast ’’ day 
if the average is greater than 8. 

The hours of observation refer to Greenwich Mean Time 
(5.M.T.): Wha: (fh: of Js. wm) B= 9 am. 13 = 1 pam, 
foo pm, 12—6 pm, 21—9 pm. all GMT. During the 
operation of the Summer Time Act (from March 28th to October 
95th) observations at a few stations were made at times which 
differed slightly from the times at which they were made during
